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MNARY URGES: 
RENEWED DRIVE 
~FORPOLICE TAX 


Efforts will be tenewed in the 
next session of: the Missouri 
Legislature to obtain authority 
to levy a special tax to finance 
the St. Louis County Police De- 


partment, C ounty Supervisor 
James H. J, McNary said syes- 
terday. 


His statement was made in an 
address read for him at gradu- 
ation exercises for 22 recruits 
who have completed a hine- 
weeks training course conducted 
by the county police department. 
McNary, who is ill, was unable 
to attend the ceremonies at the 
County. Police. Academy at. Jef- 
ferson Barracks, 


Calling fora “permanent, com- 
mon sensé, sound solution’ of 
the police financing problem, 
McNary. declared he will con- 
tinue to press for passage of an 
enabling act permitting the 
county to levy a special police 
tax of 20 cents on each $100 
assessed valuation. 


Pay Must Be Raised. 


The county supervisor de- 
clared that police salaries must 
be incréased and additional op- 
erating funds provided. He said 
the county does pot have the 
necessary funds at this time, but 
that some adjustments may be 
possible under a. county-wide 
employe reclassification. pro- 
gram. 


“But this is not enough,” he 
declared. ‘‘We cannot go on jug- 
gling budget figures and taking 
stcp-gap measures which afiord 
only limited, temporary moves 
toward our goal of an adequatély 
equipped and compensated police 
department.” 


Under. the. proposed special 
county police tax, refunds would 
be made to incorporated areas 
which maintain their own police 
forces. A bill authorizing such 
a levy was passed by the Mis- 
souri House earlier this year, but 
was killed in the Senate. 

McNary praised the Florissant 
police department for assigning 
two of its recruits to the county 
police academy for the training 
course. The new Florissant of- 
ficers, who were graduated to- 
day, were the first municipal 
police recruits to complete the 
full course. Other local depart- 
ments in the county have as- 
signed officers in the past only 
for partial training. 


Expanded Record System. 


Outlining other needs of the 
county police department, Mc- 
Nary declared the central crime 
records system must be ex- 
panded and supported by the 
municipal police departments. 


He urged establishment of a 
central crime. detection labora- 
tory to provide ‘‘on-the-spot”’ 
service to all law enforcement 
agencies in the county. He 
called for a special criminal in- 
vestigation unit, properly staffed 
and equipped, to assure skilled 
research and evidence gathering 
in major criminal cases. 


McNary said a central, county- 
wide radio communication serv- 
ice should be provided, with all 
municipal police units participat- 
jug on a co-operative basis. The 
training program should be ex- 
pended, he added, and local po- 
lice departments should be en- 
couraged to assign their person- 
nel to the county academy for 
training. . 

Facing Many Risks. 

He told the graduates they 
would face many sacrifices and 
many risks as county police of- 
ficers. 

“You will be faced with many 
temptations and with many dif- 
ficult decisions which test your 
character and your good judg- 
ment,” the county -supervisor 
said. ‘Knowing these things, 
you will be prepared to conduct 
yourselves in a manner which 
reflects favorably on the excel- 
lent record our department has 
maintained during its compara- 
tively short life.’’

PROSPECTORS HAVE HIT pay @® 


dirt—not gold in the Far West, but 


deposits of iron ore, lead and cop- 
per in the area southwest of St. 
Louis. 

Those prospectors are not harum- 
scarum individuals roaming around 
with pick and shovel, relying on 
blind luck. They are big corpora- 
tions employing teams of engineers, 
using aerial. magnetometers, com- 
pressed-air drills and earth-moving 
equipment, placing dependence on 
modern science. 


Millions of dollars are being spent to 
exploit the mineral discoveries. 


St. Joseph Lead Co. and Bethlehem Steel 
Corp. have formed a partnership and 
statted a $40,000,000 mine and mill to work 
a huge deposit of high-quality iron ore at 
Pea Ridge in Washington county, 70 miles 
from St. Louis. 

‘The Missouri Pacific Railroad is spending 
$3,000,000 on a 25-mile branch line to con- 
nect'the Pea Ridge mine with its main line 
at Cadet. Plans call for shipment of 100 
carloads of ore a day. 


Three lead shafts are being sunk in the 
Viburnum area 100 miles from St. Louis. 
This is a St. Joseph Lead Co. project which 
includes construction of a 6000-ton concen- 
trating mill and development of a brand- 
néw town of 500 homes for workers. Mines, 
mill and town will require’ a total. outlay 
of possibly $15,000,000. 

American Zinc, Lead & Smelting Co. and 
Granite City Steel Co. jointly are explor- 
ing the Boss-Bixby area 110 miles from 
St. Louis and the Bourbon area just west 
of Pea Ridge. They report that they have 
found not only iron ore but a good show- 
fing of copper with the iron. 

Kennecott Copper Corp, has been doing 
exploratory drilling in Shannon county and 
@ number of other firms interested in iron 
and non-ferrous metals are busy prospect- 
ing. A large part of southeast Missouri has 
been blanketed with options. 


DEVELOPMENT of important mineral 
reserves so close to St. Louis could have 
a marked effect on industrial expansion 
here and on the economy of the region. 
This is one of the reasons the Chamber 
of Commerce of Metropolitan St. Louis has 
been pressing for construction of an indus- 
trial: park at the Columbia Bottoms tract 
near the confluence of the Mississippi and 
the Missouri rivers. 


“Ores mined in Missouri will be proc- 
essed into metals, then fabricated into 
products. Will any of the processing and 
fabrication be done in St. Louis? Or will 
the metals be shipped all the way to 
Bethlehem, Pa., Pittsburgh, Chicago, Bal- 
timore or some other industrial center? 
The answer may be determined by the 
of industrial acreage which now 
plagues St. Louis and what is done in the 
mext year or two to overcome this han- 
dicap. The shortage is particularly acute 
when it comes to riverfront sites. 


Columbia Bottoms offers 4800 acres beside 
navigable water. Converted into the St. 
Louis Industrial Park, it would provide 
sites for perhaps 100 plants employing 
50,000 or more persons. Such sites would be 
ideal for ore processing, fabrication of 
metal products, manufacture of chemicals 
and other industrial operations utilizing 
low-cost water transportation. 

Industries us minerals place great 
value on a flexible transportation setup. 
When one shipping avenue is closed, they 
want to be able to fall back on others. 
With its combination of rail, truck and 
barge facilities, the 
Industrial Park

Reform Five Years Late 


The Elwood Long case illustrates why the 
next Legislature should do what the 1958 
session did not—place the State Purchasing 
Agent directly under the State Comptroller. 

Comptroller John W..Schwada has recom- 
mended this reform’ and not for the first 
time. It was first recommended by the Lit- 
tle Hoover Commission in 1955. The com- 
mission observed that the state was the larg- 
est single purchaser of supplies in Missouri. 


It concluded that the Governor, who appoints . 


the Purchasing Agent, could not possibly 
oversee his myriad operations. But the State. 
Comptroller is responsible for pre-auditing 
state finances, including purchases, so the 
commission found it logical to give the Comp- 
troller direct power to appoint and super- 
vise the Purchasing Agent. 


Gov. Blair agreed, and recommended the > 


change, but the 1958 Legislature watered 
down the proposals. The recommended sal- 
ary for the Purchasing Agent was cut from 
$12,000 to $8500. His office was moved from 
the Revenue Department to the Comptroller’s 
office, but his appointment was left with the 
Governor. Thus a system of inadequate super- 
vision of purchasing activities was continued, 
ded the background for the record 
in office—and resignation—of Elwood Long..

It is an occasion when all contenders, 
the veterans and the raw recruits, are 
given an even chance. 
by competent authorities from a distance 
who, not cognizant of local reputation, 
size up the entries on the merits of what 
is submitted. Some works of excellence 
may be dropped from the show, or 
overlooked in the prize awards, but that 
is one of the occupational hazards of being 
an artist. 

It is a show with a vital tradition 
of paying tribute to established talent, 
and of bringing new talent to light. For 
the public, the show has come to repre- 
sent a summary of the best in painting, 
sculpture, graphics and crafts done in 
this area, 


SOME REAPPRAISALS in the 
composition of the show are indicated, 
and the first is more generous prizes— 
even at the expense of having fewer of 
them. 

Both the Temple Israel Old Testament 
show and the Westroads competition of- 
fered bigger top prizes this year than the 
Missouri Show. The museum makes up 


. for modest prizes by not charging any 


commission on sales, and by lending its 
prestige to the artist’s work. Even so, 
the Missouri Show should somehow man- 
age to keep its top prize, or prizes, con- 
sistent with the standards that the mu- 
seum represents. If the amounts cannot 
be increased, the purchase provision 
might be dispensed with. The museum 
might then take an option on the winning 
work. If the museum really wanted this, 
then the prize money could be applied on 
a reasonable sale price negotiated with 
the artist. 


As matters stand now, any work that 

the artist prices at more than $300 is au- 
tomatically ineligible for the museum’s 
purchase award. That limits the top 
prize to young artists and to any others 
willing to yield up a major work for minor 
compensation. That is mainly why the 
established artists who now enter the 
show at all are likely to submit secondary 
works. : 
BUT THE ARTISTS have an im- 
portant stake in this show. They, along 
with all the rest of us, have a special 
obligation to the museum and its ac- 
tivities. 

The rest of us are willing to serve on 
committees, and help in fund-raising cam- 
paigns, and address envelopes, and ladle 
punch, and go to exhibitions, and send up 
cheers for talent where and when we 
find it. 

What we ask of the artist is that he 
take note of ‘the extraordinarily friendly 
and responsive environment in which he 
now works. We ask that he take a crea- 
tive interest in furthering the develop- 
ment of St. Louis as an art center. We 
ask that he infect us with an enthusiasm 
for quality by showing us examples of it. 
We plead that he not shun the Missouri 
Show because it is less than perfect, and 
that he consider its problems along with 
his own, The artist sets the standards.

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Rubinstein, Soloist 
To Play With Symphony 


THE EMINENT PIANIST Artur Rubinstein (portrait 
above) will make his nineteenth appearance with the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra at concerts Saturday evening at 8:40 and 
Sunday afternoon at 3 o’clock in the Kiel Auditorium Opera 
House. Edouard Van Remoortel will conduct. 

Rubinstein will play Beethoven’s Piano Concerto No. 3 in C 
Minor, Op. 37. Other works on the program will be Copland’s 
suite ‘Appalachian Spring” and Grieg’s ‘“‘Aus Holberg’s Zeit.” 

The pianist’s reputation as a distinguished artist has been well 
established since about the turn of the century. Currently his 
achievements can be reckoned in sizable figures. He has travelled 
more than 2,000,000 miles in Europe alone and has played in 
every country in the world save Tibet. Attendance records were 
set at performances of his in Paris, London, Tel Aviv, Chicago 
and Dallas: Over 50 recordings by him are available, and their 
sales average about $1,000,000 a year. 

Rubinstein was born in Lodz, Poland and studied in Berlin 
and with Paderewski in Switzerland. His first St. Louis appearance 
was made in the 1937-38 season. 

THE ORCHESTRA will give its second performance 
this week-end of Berlioz’s ““L’Enfance du Christ’ at 3 o’clock 
this afternoon in the Opera House. Van Remoortel will conduct. 
Soloists will be Beatrice Krebs, mezzo-contralto; David Lloyd, 
tenor; John Gillaspy, baritone, and Jan Rubes, bass-baritone. 
The choral parts will be sung by the Washington University Civic 
Chorus, directed by Gilbert A. Brungardt. 

DAVID OISTRAKH, noted Russian violinist, will make 
his first appearance in St. Louis at a special concert of the 
Orchestra Dec. 15 at 8:30 in the Opera House. 

He will play two works: the Beethoven and Tschaikowsky 
violin concertos, both of which are the only examples of their 
genre written by the composers. The orchestra alone will 
play the Overture to Mozart’s ‘“‘The Marriage of Figaro.” 
Van Remoortel will conduct. 

Oistrakh currently is making his second tour of North

BOITO’S ‘‘MEFISTOFELE’?’ is more highly regarded 
than Gounod’s “‘Faust’’ by the musical connoisseur but the public 
prefers the latter. One important reason for this preference, I 
imagine, is that Gound’s love music is more amorous and 
more tender. In Boito’s opera the conquest of Margherita is left 
largely to the imagination possibly because the composer wanted 
to make his opera something more than a drama of seduction 
and remorse. Toward that end he has carried the action beyond 
the first part of Goethe’s drama to include the encounter with 
Helen of Troy and other scenes which Gounod did not use. 

Regardless of comparisions ‘‘Mefistofele” contains many power- 
ful and transcendently beautiful scenes as may be heard in the 
recording which offers Cesare Siepi in the name role. Siepi is 
supported by Mario del Monaco as Faust, Renata Tebaldi as 
Margherita and Floriana Cavalli as Elena or Helen of Troy. 
Siepe gives a strong and appropriately mephitic impersonation 
of the Prince of Darkness; his voice is rich, deep and changes 
color according to the dramatic requirements of each scene. 
Tebaldi is wholly satisfactory as the diffident village maiden and 
Mme Cavalli has a sweet and rather pure lyric soprano well 
suited to the elevated feeling in the scene with Faust. Mario del 
Monaco, sings as if the opera were Trovatore or Aida. 

Some of the grander moments of the opera are supplied by the 
chorus of the Accademia di Santa Cecilia of Rome. The orchestra 
comes from the same institution. Tullio Serafin is the conductor. 
(London, Stereophonic, three records in album.) 


ANN SCHEIN a nineteen-year-old American discloses a 
striking pianistic talent in a record of four Chopin Scherzos. Her 
extraordinary manual facility in innumerable fast passages is 
demonstrated with greater brilliance than artistic judgment and 
the result is that each of the scherzos is somewhat hectic. Never- 
theless she is an impressive performer and with a temperament 
that responds to the poetic elements of the music as well as its 
ornamental elaborations. As her tone quality is good, her 
dynamic range wide and her control operates under all condi- 
tions, she could easily be a bright new star in the near future. 
(Kapp, Monaural, one record.) 

CESAR FRANCK’S PIANO QUINTET is submitted 
to an aggressive performance by Sviatoslav Richter and the 
String Quartet of the Bolshoi Opera Orchestra. The Russian string 
players do not command the same mellownéss of tone—or so it 
seems in this recording—than other European and American 
organizations. They play with great finish, however, and make 
as much out of this music as is possible. A softer interpretation 
would only emphasize its shallowness. The pianist Richter, con- 
sidered the best in the Soviet Union, is obviously an important 


artist even though this work does not require great artistic range, 


(Monitor, Monaural, one record.) 


BACH’S BRANDENBURG CONCERTOS numbers 
four, five and six are played by the Netherlands Chamber Orches- 
tra in completely transparent style. All interior parts are aud- 
ible as are the rhythms, melody and harmonic character. Szymon 
Goldberg conducts and plays in all three. The tone quality and 
general approach shown in these performances indicate scholarly 
consideration as well as the vitality of spirit that are essential to 
realizing these great works, practicularly the fourth and fifth con- 
certos. (Epic, Stereophonic, one record.) 


ELIZABETH SCHWARTZKOPF’S recording of 
excerpts from the operas of Weber and Wagner is notable for its 
vocal beauty and dramatic aptness. She is accompanied by the 
Philharmonia Orchestra of London conducted by Walter Susskind 
and Heine Walberg. ‘‘Elsa’s Dream’ from ‘‘Lohengrin” and 
“Elizabeth’s Prayer” from “‘Tannhauser” are executed in much 
the same manner: introspective with a number of expressive 
nuances. In “Dich Teure Halle’ from “Tannhauser’’, a scene 
from the Second Act of ‘‘Lohengrin’’ (sung with Christa Ludwig) 
and “‘Leise, Leise’ from ‘Der Freischutz’’ she adds dramatic 
intensity and emotional radiance without losing any of the natural 
silvery timbre of her voice. The orchestral parts are well played. 
(Angel, Monaural, one record.) , 

A RECORDING of Moussorgsky’s “Pictures at an Ex- 
hibition” played by Vladimir Horowitz has been transferred from 
tape made at a recital in Carnegie Hall on April 23, 1951. This 
richly descriptive work was touched up slightly by the soloist in 
the interest of a more ‘‘orchestral’”’ sound. The depth and range 
of the performance probably could not be equalled by any living 
pianist and’ it encompasses crystal-clear leggiero effects, as .in 
“The Ballet of the Unhatched Chicks’ along with the massive 
ceremonial of ‘‘The Great Gate at Kiev.” (RCA-Victor, Monaural, 
one record.) 

THE FIVE BOOKS OF MOSES are read by the Actor 
Charles Heston who played leading roles in Cecil Demille’s mo- 
tion picture “The Ten: Commandments” and the more recent 
production of Ben Hur. Heston’s declamation against a back- 
ground of spirituals sung by the Robert De Cormier chorale 
is pervaded by the taste of a night club act. ‘The Biblical text 
has been edited and abridged.

A ‘Regular’ Joe 

Joe Cunningham, named by 
local baseball writers to re- 
ceive their award as St. Louis 
Baseball Man of the Year, has 
king-sized confidence and mod- 
est ambitions. 

“T’d like,” he said, tongue 
in cheek, “to open next sea- 
son as a regular.” 

More amazing than amus- 
ing, Cunningham, though now 
one of the top hitters in the 
National League, has had to 
win a job every season with the 
Cardinals, It’s about time the 
guy got his varsity letter. 

“Honestly, I'd like to play 
154\games,"’ said the good Joe 
from Jersey, “‘but, actually, 
I know a day off now and then 
refreshes any player, enables 
him to help himself and the 
club more when he gets back 
in there. 

“If I’m not traded’’—there 
no longer was a trace of levity 
in his tone—“I just want to 
be given a chance to play in 
April and May, too, not only 
in June, July, August and Sep- 
tember.” 

It’s true that Cunningham 
has been, in effect, the forgot- 
ten man every spring, a result 
of starting slow himself at 
times, but mostly because he 
has been handicapped playing 
behind Stan Musial and by be- 
ing caught in the switch of 
‘managerial changes and out- 
field experiments. 

The outfielders the Cards 
have tried couldn’t carry Joe’s 
bat, they soon proved. None 
has had the desire or deter- 
mination of the hustling handy 
man. And the more he plays 
out there, the fewer are those 
who are better defensively 
than the converted first base- 
man 


| First on First, Etc. 


Informed in Florida that 
Cunningham had been given 
the baseball writers’ J. G. 
Taylor Spink award, General 
Manager Bing Devine of the 
Redbirds expressed pleasure, 
noting that Joe had finished 
second in the National League 
batting race. He hit .345. 


“I know he’s. extremely 
popular with the. fans,” said 
Devine, “‘and deservedly be- 
cause of his all-out effort al- 
most as much as for his ability 
to deliver in a jam. By play- 
ing outfield as well as first 
base, Joe has increased his 
value to the club. Now he’s the 
kind of versatile player around 
whom we .can build, just as 
Musial used to be when Stan 
played where ever the club 
needed help most.”’ 

The general manager said 
that he envisioned Cunningham 
primarily in the outfield next 
season, though he emphasized 
that Manager Solly Hemus 
would make the final decision. 

“Frankly,” Bing _ said, 
“though Bill White is good with 
a glove at first base and 
Musial still is able to do the 
job there, I personally con- 
sider Cunningham our best 
fielding first baseman. How- 
ever, with Stan slowed by age, 
White not as skilled a fly- 
chaser and neither of them 
strong-armed, Joe also is the 
best outfielder of the three.” 
Strong-armed Cunningham, a 
former steamfitter who still 
carries a union card, won't 
make anyone forget Terry 
Moore or any past or present 


master outfielder, but he has 
shown enough defensive ability 
to convince management that 
the club could win with him 
out of position. 

“I’m convinced even more 
that offense comes first in the 
outfield, especigily if you've 
got defensive men for late in- 
nings, after watching Los An- 
geles win the pennant and 
world championship,” observed 
Devine, - mindful that neither 
Wally Moon nor Norm Larker 
could play the outfield better 
than Cunningham or throw as 
well. 


To Slug or Slap? 


Although he cut down his 
homers by boosting his aver- 
age when he battled Henry 
Aaron for the batting title, 
Cunningham will go for the 
fences next season, if neces- 
sary, he said, to help the 
Cardinals’ cause. 

“IT can do it now, I feel, with- 
out hurting my hitting,” he 
said, confidently, ‘‘A few years 
ago when the club took down 
the screen in right field and 
Eddie Stanky tried to get me 
to pull more in training, I was 
like most hitters who seem to 
take their eye off the ball 
when they try to jerk it around 
to their power field,”’ 

To run up his average last 
season, the Man of Many 
Stances, as Neal Russo calls 
him, altered -his batting style 
again. He moved his front or 
right foot closer to the plate 
so that he would be shooting 
through the box. 

“IT still think if you aim 
through the middle,” he com- 
mented, sounding like a latter- 
day Rogers Hornsby or Joe 
Medwick, ‘‘you get a better 
piece of the ball more often. 
But, as I said before, I’m sure 
now that I’m a good enough 
hitter to go for the long ball 
and then, if I do slump, still be 
able to adjust quickly enough 
to return to my previous 
style.” 

Cunningham has the sharpest 
batting eye Manager Hemus 
said he’d ever seen, and the 
old walk-wheedling leadoff 
man ought to know one when 
he sees one. However, though 
Joe’s 88 walks were second 
only to Junior Gilliam’s 96 last 
season, Cunningham challenges 
any suggestion that he might 
not be as aggressive at bat as 
on the bases or in the field. 

“I’m not what they call a 
‘defensive’ ar ‘base on balls’ 
hitter,’ Cunningham insisted, 
“because, actually, I consider 
myself a ‘first-ball’ hitter. That 
is, when it’s over. However, 
I’m not a ‘bad-ball’ hitter. 
They’ve got to get it over for 
me or walk me.”

The blond bachelor, as blue- 
eyed as Jack Benny and at 28

(More than 2900 makes of 
cars have been offered to the 
American public since the Du- 
ryea-Brothers byilt their first 
car in 1893. Twenty-five hun- 
dred companies have been 
formed; only five survive. One 
car line, the Edsel, died this 
month. Are others doomed to 
similar fates?—Editor.) 

DETROIT (AP) — “‘When the 
automobile industry quits chang- 
ing,”’ an observer once said, “‘it 
will die.” 

He probably had in. mind the 
vast Styling changes that are for- 
ever taking place in American 
cars. But the view could apply 
equally as well to the basic 
makeup of the industry. 

The Automobile Club of Michi- 
gah €8timates some 2900 makes 
of céfs from 2500 companies 
have-been offered since Charles 
and Frank Duryea turned out 
what is regarded as the first 
successful American gasoline- 
driven car in 1893. 

Companies sprang up like 
weeds and by 1900 there were 
93 manufacturing concerns. 
Production that year reached a 
grand total of 4192 vehicles. 

The roaring '20s brought an- 
other rash of companies into the 
field—more than at any time 
since the early years. But of the 
hundreds, only Chrysler sur- 
vived.- 


In 1925, a car buyer had a 
choice of 53 makes, only nine of 
which are still being built. The 
best sellers that year were Ford, 
Chevrolet, Buick, Dodge, Essex, 
Overland, Studebaker, Hudson, 
Nashi-and Star. 


After World War II Kaiser, 
Frazer, Tucker, Crosley, Henry 
J, Allstate, Willys Aero were 
among the new nameplates. 
None remains in the passenger 
car business 


Then came the industry’s big- 
gest year—1955. The public 

ught- 7,000,000 cars. Mar- 
ket research showed the buyers 
were interested in cars that 
were~longer, lower, flashier. it 
was, the researchers concluded, 
an ideal time to market a new 
medium-priced line of cars. 


speeded up plans on just such a 
car~tine. It spent more than 
$250,000,000 and in the late sum- 
mer of 1957, with hoopla seldom 
if ever equaled even in this 
normally boisterous industry, 
the Edsel was introduced. 
Here was a complete new car 
line with 18 models in four 
series.

Chrysler denies recurring 


DETROIT (UPI) — The six- 
cylinder engine, once scheduled 
for oblivion by 1962, is making a 
comeback. Not too many years 
ago the auto industry was openly 
discussing plans to convert all 
automobiles to V-8 engines by 
1962. ; 

But the current resurgence of 
popularity of the economical 
workhorse has led Chrysler Corp. 
to invest thousands of dollars to 


design a completely new six- 
cylinder engine. 

Slanted off to one side at 30 
degrees to permit better fuel-air 
flow from the carburetor to the 
cylinders, it is the first major 
revision in the design of a six- 

engine since 1952, when 


Ford brought out the short stroke 
six. It is only the fourth major 
change since Chevrolet first 
pioneered the basic design of the 
engine back in 1929. 


Chrysler’s work on the new 
six-cylinder engine shows that 
company’s confidence in the fu- 
ture of six-cylinder power plants. 
In effect, Chrysler is betting 
thousands of dollars that the cur- 
rent trend toward sixes wil] con- 
tinue for quite a while in the 
future. 


Although the new slant six was 
designed specifically for Chrys- 
ler’s new Valiant, Alan G. Loof- 
bourrow, director of engineering, 
said it was designed so it could 
be used in the company’s larger 
cars too.

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More and Better Than Ever 


By MARY JANE RANDOLPH 


HERE IS one wholly 
gratifying way in which 
each year is better than 
the. year _before. More 
and better books are pub- 
lished annually for children 

"" and ‘teen-age readers. 
Turn back the calendar a decade for 
comparison. In 1948 the total of new. book 
titles for juveniles in the United States 
was 929. The figure had grown in 1953 
to 1934 books and in 1958 to 1952. ~- 


This year the total probably will be at 
least twice the new titles published 10 
ears ago. And among these hundreds of 
ks of 1959 are many in gay, eye- 
catching, shiny new covers that will make 
attractive Christmas gifts. After their 
holiday mission around the Christmas tree 
these books will proceed to enrich the ex- 
perience of children and enlarge youthful 
horizons through the New Year. 


MUSIC, inseparably associated with 
Christmas, is. charmingly presented in 
several of the beautiful crisp-jacketed 
vol’ nes. We learn from one of these, 
Elizabeth Wenning’s ‘The Christmas 
Mouse,” (Holt, $2.95), that the well-known 
“Silent Night” was played for the first 
time on Christmas.Eve of 1818 in the 
lovely Bavarian village of Oberndorf, 
Austria, and on a guitar rather than an 
organ. Any child should enjoy the part 
that the little mouse, Kaspar Kleinmaus, 
playeg in this story of Father Joseph 
Mohr’s beautiful hymn set to music by 
Franz Gruber, his organist. The ac- 
complished Barbara Remington illustrates 
with drawings in line and in color. 


“On Christmas Day in the Morning” 
(Harcourt, Brace, $3.25) includes four 
traditional carols chosen by John Lang- 
staff..He has selected the verses he likes 
best and put them to old familiar music 
especially arranged for this book by 
Marshall Woodbridge. The following four 
include some which mummers acted out 
generations ago: “The Friendly Beasts,” 
“I Saw Three Ships,” “Dame Get Up and 
Bake Your Pies,” “On Christmas Day in 
the Morning.”’ Exquisite jewel-like pic- 
tures by Antony Groves-Raines suggest 
illuminated manuscripts. These pictures 
decorate every page, as well as front and 
back covers and dust jacket. The book ‘is 
truly a work of art. 


‘THE NUTCRACKER,” by 
Daniel Walden (Lippincott, $3.50) is 
adapted from the ballet by Lev Ivanov 
and Peter Ilich Tchaikowsky. The magic 
of the dreamlike Christmas Eve adventure 
has been caught by Harold Berson, whose 
lovely paintings and etchings seem to 
dance across the pages. The Nutcracker 
ballet is-a version of an old story. “The 


Nutcracker and the Mouse King,” first 
written by E. T. A. Hoffman in 1815. 


Inclusion of music scores in Opal 
Wheeler’s “Peter Tchaikowsky and the 
Nutcracker Ballet” (Dutton, $3.50) en- 
hances the pleasure of that version. Here 
we have music for ‘‘Song of the Lark,” 
“Dreams,” ‘“‘Morning Prayer,” “Waltz,” 
“Song Without Words,” and “A Song of 
Sadness.” Christine Price’s many clear 
pencil sketches, so carefully detailed, 
almost carry the story of the great com- 
poser and his masterpiece, cherished 
most especially at Christmastime. These 
pencil sketches even decorate the double- 
page spread of front and back end papers. 
Format of both Nutcracker books is ad- 
mirable. ' 


QUITE DIFFERENT is “The 
Year of the Second Christmas” told in

A Stirring of Racial Self-Awareness 


By ADELE STARBIRD 
FORT-DE-FRANCE, MARTINIQUE. 


IN THE FRENCH WEST INDIES, as also in the Brit- 
ish West Indies, there is a stirring of racial self-awareness which 
expresses itself in various art forms. It could scarcely be called 
a Renaissance, for it is not a rebirth of something previously 
existing; it is the emergence of something genuinely new. 


In Martinique its most vigorous form of expression is the 
novel. Of novels about Martinique there has never been a dearth, 
but they were written by Americans or Metropolitans (the local 
term for the French from France). Now, however, three native 
Martiniquans have appeared whose novels have been acclaimed 
in Paris; and some of their work has been published in English. 

A literary explosion is often the result of intense pressure 
followed by a period of expansion and release. In Martinique the 
pressure was applied when, during World War II, the United States 
blockaded Martinique, then under Admiral Robert representing 
the Vichy government, in order to prevent German submarines 
from refueling in Martiniquan ports. Though the American 
action was necessary, it caused acute suffering and near-starva- 
tion. Isolated from the outside world, cooped up on a crowded 
island, frustrated young men turned in upon themselves, realized 
that their blood was predominantly Negro, and related themselves 
psychologically to their African heritage, which previously had 
been scorned or ignored in favor of the French blood and tradi- 


tion. 

With the end of the war came pfosperity contacts, and sub- 
sidies for education, including fellowships for study in France. 
Now, however, the students carried with them to Paris their 
newly-awakened identity as Franco-Africans. As one of them put 
it, though France was still the hub, the real hub was within each 
man, and it was there he had to make his peace.

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Few Were Really Great 


Western World’s Novels of the Last Decade 


By HARRY T. MOORE 


THE NOVEL, as everyone 
knows, has been the dominant 
literary form of our age. But 
since World War II, what novel 
of magnitude has appeared 
except for Thomas Mann’s in- 
tense, turbid and complex 
“Doctor Faustus’? And that 
was the work of a man in his 
70’s, the last survivor of the 
quartet of giants (including 
also Joyce, Lawrence and 
Proust) from the first half of 
the century. All subsequent 
novelists have .existed in.their 
shadow. 

Of course wars and rumors 
of wars may not be conducive 
to the writing of novels, par- 
ticularly in a civilization whose 
noisy outward forms tend to 
destroy what Coleridge called 
“The passion and the life, 
whose fountains are within.”’ 

Too many novels in all coun- 
tries are now being written in 
a kind of intellectual shorthan4 
that in former times would 
have seemed no more than 
notes for a first draft. Many 
of these books also draw upon 
the first - person technique 
which in the control of a Hen- 
ry James can provide a disci- 
plined narrative but, as used 
by today’s younger writers, all 
too easily become just an in- 
strument of slangy rambling 
along. No one seems to think 
of creating a masterpiece for a 
one-shot deal, like a television 
script. The novel has suffered 
from all this. 


ITISNEVERTHELESS 
far from dead, for some ex- 
cellent fiction is still being 
written in the’ Western world; 
and perhaps some of it or the 
books it may inspire will one 
day be regarded as master- 
pieces. At the end of the 1950’s, 
the most one can do is to sur- 
vey the writings of the last 15 
years and pick out a few ac- 
complished or promising novel- 
ists to mention.

There, a certain amount of 
ferment has turned up some 
novels by younger men who 
deserve watching, but none of 
them seems more consistently 
creative than the not-so-young, 
not-so-old Alberto Moravia, 
whose novels already rank 
among the secondary master- 
pieces of our century. Like- 
wise, the veteran Ignazio Si- 
lone, in the books written since 
his postwar return to Italy, 
“A Handful of Blackberries” 
and “The Secret of Luca,” 
demonstrates a continuing vi- 
tality that, in combination with 
his mellowed talent, keeps his 
reputation high and consider- 
ably above that of any of the 
younger men. 


SIMILARLY IN FRANCE, 
an older writer like Francois 
Mauriac keeps on turning out 
novels of high competence. 
And the middle-generation Al- 
bert Camus must rank with the 
foremost novelists of our time, 
both in achievement and prom- 
ise: Camus is the world writer 
of greatest stature now practic- 
ing in this medium, the one 
who seems most likely to at- 
tain gianthood in the years 
ahead. 


On the other hand, France 
has also a group of lively 
younger writers who are help- 
ing to make the French novel 
the finest in the world today. 
Among these, Alain Robbe- 
Grillet (author of ‘‘The Voy- 
eur” .and “Jealousy’’) and 
Nathalie Saurraute (‘Portrait 
of a Man Unknown” and “‘Mar- 
tereau”’) are outstanding. They 
are members of the “alitera- 
ture’’ school, as it has been 
called, which breaks violently 
away from traditional concepts 
of the novel, blurring the dis- 
tinction between subject and 
object and presenting the ef- 
fect of the phenomena of ex- 
perience as it storms the con- 
sciousness. 


In this work there is much 
of the experimental excite- 
ment of the 1920’s. These new 
young French authors write a 
vibrant, highly colored prose, 
and the newer British and 
American writers, most of 
whom have little sense of what 
used to be called style, could 
learn much from them—not 
by. way of imitation but in 
capturing some of the zestful 


vision of their Gallic contem. 
poraries, 


THE YOUNGER BRIT. 
ISH also need to brush up on 
the art of writing—just writing 
itself. The situation is, however. 
not so bad as indicated in 
“The Stature of Man,” the 
latest name-dropping book by 
Colin. Wilson, who seems to 
have read widely but not wel] 
—he says that no recent Brit- 
ish novel can compare with 
the American ‘‘Peyton Place” 
in the matter of technica] 
skill. 


This is a preposterous state. 
ment, for the trained reader 
of novels has a hard time wad- 
ing through ‘Peyton Place,” 
but Wilson’s exaggeration at 
least points to a Gondition 
mentioned earlier in this arti- 
cle: the apparent indifference 
of young writers to producing 
anything more than a plainly 
temporary piece of fiction writ- 
ten in the careless, first-person 
slang of the moment. 

There is too much of this in 
the “Lucky Jim”-Angry Young 
Men school, as witness the 
progressive falling off of 
Kingsley Amis’s two novels 
since “Lucky Jim”; and the 
works of John Braine and John 
Wain are, for all their values 
as social pictures, written with 
little attention to the graces 
of language. 

One of the Angry who writes 
with admirable force is the 
American-born J. P. Donleavy, 
whose own novel “The Ginger 
Man” has, within its appalling 
rogueries, more heartiness 
than any single piece of fiction 
since the war. It’s full of 
Rabelaisian gusto, but it isn’t 
a dish for delicate tummies. 
MEANWHILE, some of 
the elder British writers keep 
to their pace. Elizabeth Bow- 
en and Graham Greene, for 
example, maintain a high 
quality, and Greene has even 
shown evidence of growth. 
Angus Wilson, slightly older 
than the Angry Young, is a 
postwar writer who has de- 
veloped impressively, and his 
last novel—“‘The Middle Age 
of Mrs. Eliot”— which sorrow- 
fully portrays a rather sorrow- 
ful woman in today’s England, 
is a shrewd, incisive, and shat- 
tering story. 

Even better than Wilson, 
however, the work of two 
British expatriates stands out 
among the finest imaginative 
writing in English in the 1950's: 
Brian Moore and Lawrence 
Durrell. Moore’s two Belfast 
novels, ‘‘The Lonely Passion of 
Judith Hearne” and “‘The Feast 
of the Lupercal,” are remi- 
niscent of the Joyce of ‘‘Dub- 
liners’’—simply told stories of

S.1.U.’s Symposia on Joyce and Lawrence 


By A. MERVYN DAVIES 
NO ONE WILL challenge 
the statement that the two 
most controversial writers of 
the twentieth century, at least 
so far as English Letters are 
concerned, have been Ireland's 
James Joyce and England’s 
D. H. Lawrence. But just how 
far the pendulum of critical 
approval has swung «, their 
lave %88 not been demon- 
sirated as clearly as it Was a 
few days ago when leading 
critics gathered to discuss 
their work on the campus of a 


Middle Western university, in - 


sessions lasting a total of five 
hours, 


Along with the 500 people 
who filled every seat in the 
Southern Illinois University’s 
auditorium at Carbondale, I 
attended the recent symposia 


‘on “The World of Joyce” and 


“The World of Lawrence,’’ not 
knowing quite what to expect. 
The attraction was billed as a 
literary set-to on the respec- 
tive merits of the two writ- 
ers, with eight of the English- 
speaking world’s foremost au- 
thorities taking part. The na- 
ture of the works to be dis- 
cussed, combined with the an- 
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supporters of the two writers, 
undoubtedly gave the affair its 
mildly sensational flavor. 


What we heard was some- 
thing quite different however. 
People may have come to be 
titillated, knowing, as I am 
sure every person in the audi- 
ence did, that the subject to 
be discussed would include 
those two most volcanic novels 
of the century, ‘“‘Ulysses’’ and 
‘Lady Chatterley’s Lover.” 
But they stayed to be en- 
lightened. 


THE SCHOLARLY an- 
thorities made it quite clear 
that while raw sex is an es- 
sential and generic part of 
the literature they were dis- 
cussing—and of the Lawren- 
tian portion of it in particular 
—neither writer introduced it 
obscenely or salaciously. That 
a real, and not merely im- 
agined, gulf exists between 
Joyce and Lawrence and the 
modern school of fiction writ- 
ers in their realistic treatment 
of this subject was seldom 
mentioned but implied through- 
out. 

Emphasis rather was laid 
on what these two writers 
were trying to accomplish by 
their frank treatment of some- 
thing that had previously been 
lied about, covered up or dis- 
torted. They were presented 
as the avant-garde of their 
day in a wide movement of re- 
volt against Victorian proprie- 
ties and conventions, prudery 
and dishonesty —a movement 
that included other Edwardian 
writers like Wells and Shaw. 

A few titters were pro- 
voked here and there by some 
deliberately loaded remark 
(the audience was very quick

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on this particular trigger) but 
the discussion on the whole 
was a serious one. Joyce and 
Lawrence were presented as 
the two most significant, and 
perhaps the greatest, literary 
figures of the age; two proph- 
ets who are only now receiv- 
ing their due honor, the honor 
which their own generation de- 
nied them, choosing instead to 
reject them and ban their 
works.

PANTS in the symposia 
were: David Garnett, dis- 
tinguished British novelist and 
critic, who had had the advan- 
tage over all the others of 
personal acquaintance with 
Lawrence; Lionel Trilling and 
William York Tindall, both 
professors of English at Colum- 
bia University, Trilling being 
well known for his —critica] 
studies and for such books as 
“The Liberal Imagination,”’ 
Tindall for his books on both 
Lawrence and Joyce and edi- 
tions of their works. 


Others on the panel were: 
Richard Ellmann, professor 
of English at Northwestern 
University, author of books 
on Yeats and Joyce, who 
has recently published the 
definitive biography of 
Joyce; Frederick J. Hoffman, 
professor of English at the 
University of Wisconsin, who 
is the author of a number of 
books on modern literature, in- 
cluding ‘“‘Freudianism and the 
Literary Mind’ and “The 
Achievement of D. H. Law- 
rence’; Horace Gregory, poet 
and critic who teaches at 
Sarah Lawrence College; and 
Marvin Maga'aner from City 
College of New York, who is 
author of a forthcoming book 
on Joyce’s early fiction, co- 
author of “‘Joyce: The Man, 
the Work, the Reputation” and 
editor of two “James Joyce 
Miscellanies.”’ 


The discussion was ably mod- 
erated by Harry T. Moore of 
the English Department at 
S.I.U., who has written and 
edited a number of books by 
or about Lawrence, the latest 
being ‘“‘A D. H. Lawrence Mis- 
cellany’’ just published by the 
S.1.U. press. 

There was little or no par- 
tisanship displayed in their

presentations. Several of the 
speakers admitted they were 
on neither team, sharing as 
they did an equal admiration 
for both writers. If there was 
a predominant preference 
shown it was for Joyce, whose 
work generally was considered 
more enjoyable reading than 
Lawrence’s. However, Gar- 
nett admitted quite frankly 
that he could not understand 
a word of ‘‘Finnegan’s Wake.” 

What the listener got from 
these symposia was not a num- 
ber of unrelated expressions of 
purely personal opinions, but 
a genuine meeting of minds 
out of which one was able to 
construct a well defined image 
of the significance of two 
giants of contemporary liter- 
ature, at least so far as we 
can see it today. 

Their polarity was empha- 
sized most of all but, like 
the geographic poles, they 
also had many similarities. 
BOTH WRITERS had a 
lower middle class origin, 
and the fact that neither came 
from a well-adjusted home was 
reflected in their writings. 

Both were poets, and both 
were fundamentally conserva- 
tive in their moral outlooks— 
despite appearances and puri- 
tanical judgments of aspects of 
their work. For while Law- 
rence may have been obsessed 
by the physical side of sex, his 
view of it was healthy and 
clean and was linked to a deep 
concern for man’s moral and 
spiritual welfare and the in- 
tegrity of the individual. As 


. 


for Joyce, Tindall’s remark 
was pertinent: “Joyce's trouble 
was not immorality but a fail- 
ure to communicate. His mo- 
rality was peculiarly Catholic 
and Irish.” 


THE POLARITY of Joyce 
and Lawrence is, however, 
nore striking than their simi- 
larity. For the two represent 
utterly different ways of look- 
ing at life. 

Thus, on the one hand, Law 
rence was the strong ind’ 
vidualist, product of English 
non-conformity with a passion 
ate evangelical temper, a man 
full of anger and scorn for the 
society of his day, a prophet, a 
wanderer, but deeply involved 
in the world around him and 
possessed of a social con- 
sciousness so strong that he 


could not rid himself of the © 


idea that the world must be 
changed—his way. 

On the other hand, Joyce was 
a lyric poet, remote, with- 
drawn, self-absorbed, and self- 
concealing, a man not of the 
big world at all but only of his 
native Dublin, which he never 
outgrew or left, even when he 
was a voluntary exile from it. 
(As Garnett put it, ‘Wher- 
ever he lived Joyce was a 
prisoner of the back streets of 
Dublin,” and as Hoffmann 
added: “‘Having stamped an- 
grily out of.the house, he re- 
turned to peer in at the win- 
dow.’’) 


While Lawrence raged, 
Joyce tolerated: he viewed 
without emotion the meanness, 
ugliness and dullness he saw 
around him, seeing life at a 
distance, detached; _ illumi- 
nating it on paper as few 
writers have ever done, but 
never coming to grips with its 
shoddiness as did Lawrence, 
and ignoring completely so- 
ciety and man’s relation to it. 


THUS IN THESE writers 
we see two poles of literature 
itself. One whose appeal is 
primarily to the mind; the 
other to the spirit and the 
emotions. One whose concern 
is the human comedy. (Trilling 
called “Ulysses” ‘a down- 
right sweet book, gentle and 
amusing.”’) The other whose 
concern is far more with the 
human tragedy, and who is far 
too earnest about it to have 
‘any humor. 


Which to prefer, we were 
told, is entirely a matter of 
taste. The lover of form nat- 
urally prefers Joyce; Lawrence 
is wild and disorderly in com- 
parison. 

Youth is more likely to en- 
joy Lawrence and maturity 
Joyce. But the difference be- 
tween them is not so much of 
quality as of esthetics: between 
rest and motion; between sim- 
ple being and active becoming. 
And it is most commonly de- 
scribed as the difference be- 
tween light and dark, between 
the light that flows from 
man’s mind and the passions 
that stir his blood. 

It might have been a more 
lively debate if the panel had 
been less polite to each other. 
Gauntlets thrown down by one 
side were not picked up by the 
other. The panelists also con- 
fined themselves to the liter- 
ary aspects of these Two 
Worlds. They did not venture 
into the thorny question of 
their social implications. 

They did not explore their 
impact upon our age, nor their 


inevitable influence upon con-: 


glcmporary writing.

The Season’s Fine Art Books 


By GEORGE McCUE 


THE SPECTACU- 
L AR progress of color pho- 
tography and color reproduc- 
tion since the war, plus the 
hearty public appetite for art, 
are nourishing a boom in art 
book publication. 


Books on art history used to 
be illustrated largely with 
monotone reproductions, with 
perhaps a frontispiece that 
shot the works in full color. 
Now, the books are growing 
steadily larger in size and 
scope, with many—if not all— 
their reproductions in color of a 
fidelity never before achieved. 
These books are being dis- 
played enticingly in book shops 
that cater to the general 
reader, and are finding their 
way onto household shelves. 

This broadening market, in 
turn, is encouraging fresh 
study of fields once considered 
too specialized to interest any- 
one outside a small circle of 
scholars. The possibility, for 
example, that a large book on 
Romanesque and Gothic illumi- 
nated manuscripts in Czecho- 
slovakia could warrant space 
in a general book shop inven- 
tory would surely have been 
remote 20 years ago. Now we 
have it. Such books add to the 
reader’s comprehension of the 
almost boundless range of art, 
and they bring to the artist 
himself a means of enlarging 
his vision. 

The following list is a sum- 
mary of new art books of 
particular merit. Additional 
releases of the season will be 
reviewed soon on the Sunday 
Music and Arts page of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


PAINTING IN ITALY, FROM 
THE ORIGINS TO THE 
—THIRTEENTH CENTURY, 
“4 Amedeo Mauri, Lionello 
enturi, Bianca Maiuri 
and Eugenio Battisti. 
(Skiru, 199 pgs., 100 
color plates, $20.) 
VENTURI’S three-volume 
“Italian Painting,” previously 
published, follows this book 
chronologically. The new 
work opens with the tomb 
paintings of Etruria, Rome 
and Campania, surveys the 
early Christian frescos, mosa- 
ics and manuscript in Rome, 
Milan and Ravenna, and fol- 
lows these developments to 
early medieval times. 


Although the text is neces- 
sarily held to fairly brief state- 
ments, to allow space for the 
generous-sized illustrations, it 
offers abundant detail and 
may be followed with enjoy- 
ment by the general reader. 
The reproductions are some of 
Skira’s best yet, which is say- 
ing a lot. Frequent mosaic 
details, with almost three-di- 
mensional clarity, permit 
study of the placement of each 
bit of stone and.glass in the 
design. Many of the examples 
are from sources off the 
beaten trail of Italian studies.

other countries. Illuminated 
initial letters on other speci- 
men pages are painted with a 
rounder modeling of features 
and more fluid drapery folds. 
GREEK PAINTING, by Mar- 

tin Robertson. (Skira, 
193 pgs., 100 color plates, 
$25.) 

EXCEPT FOR a very 
few tomb decorations and 
some touches of pigment on 
sculpture, almost no ancient 
Greek painting survives today. 
The only contact we have 
with what clearly was a fluent 
art is the form of it that sur- 
vives on Greek vases and other 
ceramic objects, and this is 
plentiful, indeed. The Greeks 
were excellent potters, from 
Neolithic times, and they had 
access to clay of unusual fine- 
ness. Many of the thousands of 
Greek jars that have survived 
the ages are in nearly as good 
condition today as when they 
left the kiln; it is the painted 
and incised designs on these 
that give present-day scholars 
their access to an otherwise 
lost art. 

This book concerns itself 
mainly with works of the sixth 
and fifth centuries B.C., but 
an introductory chapter on the 
Bronze Age, with fresco and 
sarcophagus paintings dating 
back to 1800 B.C., indicates 
how rich must have been that 
which followed. In these early 
works, close observation of na- 
ture is transposed into lively 
renderings of fish, animals and 
human figures. 

The vase paintings begin 
with the images worked in 
black silhouette on the red or 
yellowish natural clay. The 
more sophisticated working 
followed, with the figure con- 
tour left in the color of the 
clay against black glaze, and 
details drawn with fine lines 
of black. Most of the illustra- 
tions are in this limited color 
range, but are shown in a 
vividness that would be sacri- 
ficed in monotone.

ancient people of Tuscany, ex- 
cept through their art. Their 
language remains undeci- 
phered; many of the archeolog- 
ical excavations in this area 
were haphazard, and, while 
many objects of this culture 
have been recovered, they 
have not been extensively 
studied. | 


However, these do exist, and 
the bronze and terra cotta 
sculptures, the tomb paintings, 
the vases and the gold jewelry 
of fine workmanship indicate 
that the Etruscans are not to 
be dismissed as rough pro- 
vincials, dependent on Greek 
art for ideas and esthetic sen- 
sibility. The author avoids 
arguing on this. long contro- 
versy, and presents, on their 
own merits, an array of ob- 
jects dating from the seventh 
to the first centuries B.C., su- 
perbly reproduced.

IT IS PAST midnight at the 
top of the Empire State Build- 
ing. The month is October and 
the birds have begun the long 
southward migration. A soli- 
tary man remains on the ter- 
race, keeping a lonely vigil 
through the night. The man is 
Edwin Way Teale, who has 
received permission to spend 
the early morning hours high 
in the air in the very midst, 
as it were, of the migrating 
flocks to observe them and 
identify their calls.

How They Keep Christmas in Sweden

THE STAR of Bethlehem 
shines in a cold Northern sky 
as the snow silently shifts 
toward farmhouses and barns. 
Inside, candles are lighted and 
the scent of the fresh spruce 
tree mingles with the tantaliz- 
ing aroma of rich food. This 
is a day of music, dancing and 
feasting throughout the land. 
It is Christmas in Sweden. 

“A tear falling as the tree is 
lit, a thrill through nerve and 
fiber at the Christmas service 
hymn— these may touch our 
feelings. But were Christmas 
to be torn from the almanac, 
the Northern year would not 
alone lose its only lodestar, its 
holiday of holidays, the star 
and the jewel of midwinter 
darkness. The deepest wells of 
our consciousness would pro- 
test, perhaps for generations 
to come,” write the authors of 
this delightful book. 

“Swedish Christmas,”’ is the 
result of exhaustive research 
on the part of many persons. 
It is a story of contrasts, be- 
ginning with pagan customs 
and ending with present day 
rituals. Christmas is described 
in villages and country 
churches and even in dark 
Lapland, The festival is also 
depicted as seen in brilliantly 
lighted streets and homes in 
such a city as Stockholm, 
where “the huge tree, that 
electrical, glittering queen of 
the department store enthroned 
in the midst of the Christmas 
commerce, may serve as a re- 
minder in the right direction.” 


SUPERSTITIONS and 
rituals of Christmas in Sweden 
date from ancient days. It was 
believed that the dead re- 
turned on Christmas night and 
that goblins, who considered 
man with hate and jealousy, 
took this time to roam about 
the country. Because it was 
thought that the dead would 
return to their homes, the fam- 
ily slept on the floor having 
first provided food for the de- 
parted. Goblins were bribed in 
different ways which included 
putting out food for the little 
evil beings. 

It was imperative to slaugh- 
ter the Christmas pig in the 
correct way. This was done in 
the very early dawn. “One 
must face four corners of the 
compass, swear an oath and 
pour brandy over the pig’s 
back as his last breath ex- 
pires.” Casting the Christmas 
candles, the Yuletide baking, 
the making of the Christmas 


beer: all had mystic meanings 
which have been lost through 
the years. When the final prep 
arations were made the door 
was thrown open and someone 
said, ‘‘Come in, dear Christ- 
mas.”” 


The Christmas table, which 
preceded the Christmas tree by 
centuries, is still an important 
part of the Swedish festival. 
One such table pictured in this 
volume shows the lighted can- 
dies, a ginger biscuit house, a 
bowl of bright red apples, vari- 
ous kinds of nuts, little marzi- 
pan pigs, homemade sweets 
and toffee. There are also two: 
straw goats, an ancient form 
nf Christmas decorations. 


MODERN CHRISTMAS 
festivities begin with the first 
Sunday in Advent when the 
first of the four Advent can- 
dies are lighted and when il- 
luminated stars are hung in 
the windows of many homes. 
The day after the third Advent 
candle is lighted;‘ Lucia—Queen 
of Light—appears dressed in a 
flowing white gown and wear- 
ing a crown of lighted candles. 
Singing the Lucia song, she 
brings coffee and Lucia buns. 
In large towns it is now cus- 
tomary to select a young girl 
to represent Lucia. Wearing 
her white dress and her crown 
of burning candles, she is at- 
tended by maids of honor as 


she passes through the streets 
during the evening. 

Christrhnas eve dinner with 

“lutfisk,”” cooked ham and oth- 
er Christmas fare is served. 
After church services, - there 
are family gatherings in homes 
around the lighted Christmas 
tree. Father Christmas arrives 
with presents, mostly for chil- 
dren. On Christmas after at- 
tending early Mass, the day is 
quietly spent. Through the next 
seven days there are numerous 
celebrations including Twelfth 
Night parties, Jan. 5, when 
Christmas fare is served for 
the last time. Then comes the 
last of the holidays, Jan. 13, 
when St. Hilary’s day is ob- 
served. This is a day for chil. 
dren’s parties and Christmas 
tree “plundering.” Decorations 
and trees disappear as Christ- 
mas is “swept out.” 
THIS BOOK also contains 
the memoirs of a Swedish gen- 
tleman under the title of “Fifty 
Years With Father Christmas,” 
an amusing and often touching 
story as the writer looks back 
on 50 Christmases. Christmas 
songs, Swedish decorations and 
Swedish recipes are also in- 
cluded. No Christmas tree was 
ever more profusely decorated 
than this book which contains 
clever pen and ink drawings 
supplemented with colored 
photographs of the famous 
Swedish Christmas food.

THE FIRST OF THESE 
1959 books about music and 
musicians contains the com- 
plete words and music of 40 
of Cole Porter’s Broadway hit 
songs. It is a worthy addition 
to the same publisher’s previ- 
ous anthologies of songs by 
Rodgers and Hart, Jerome 
Kern, Noel Coward and Gil- 
bert & Sullivan. Unlike its 
predecessors, this volume (in 
slipcase) is assembled in 
loose-leaf fashion and there- 
fore is much easier to keep in 
place on the piano music rest 
than the others. 

Porter’s songs run chrono- 
logically from ‘“‘Let’s Do It’ 
of 1928 to “True Love’’ from 
the 1956 movie “High Soci- 
ety:” Between these are 
“Love For Sale,’”’ “Night and 
Day,”’ “Beguine the Beguine,” 
“My Heart Belongs to Dad- 
dy,” “Wunderbar,” “It’s All 
Right With Me” and so many 
more. Piano arrangements by 
Dr. Albert Sirmay are not dif- 
ficult. Completing the con- 
tents are a foreword by Moss 
Hart, clever illustrations by 
Robert J. Lee, and a handy 
summary of facts about all 
shows for which Porter has 
provided the music. 


SIGMUND SPAETH’S 
book consists mainly of high- 
lights from books and syndi- 
cated columns he has written 
during the half century he has 
served the cause of music by 
making it intelligible to the 
layman. Included is his doc- 
torial dissertation at Prince- 
ton, “Milton’s Knowledge of 
Music.” There are lessons in 
music appreciation, stories be- 
hind some of the standard 
classics, humorous poems 
about music, discussions of a 
variety of topics. These in- 
clude barber shop harmony, 
the musically precocious child, 
grand opera in English, and 
rock ’n roll music, which gets 
a blasting, and the romance of 
Clara and Robert Schumann. 

In_ recounting his busy life, 
Spaeth includes reminisences 
of such personal acquaint- 
ances as George Gershwin, 
Victor Herbert, John McCor- 
mack, Richard Strauss and 
Albert Einstein. All in all, the 
book stands as a fitting tribute 
to one who has loved music 
well and has been one of its 
most successful salesmen in 
several capacities. 


**JAZZ’’ IS a collection 
of commissioned essays from 
12 jazz critics and scholars, 
each covering a particular 
aspect of the broad subject. 
Among well-known contribu- 
tors are Ernest Borneman, 
Charles Edward Smith, Max 
Harrison, Martin Williams and 
Gunther Schul'er.

Harrison’s evaluation of re 
cordings made by the late 
Oharlie Parker is exception- 
ally well done. So is the dis- 
cussion of the early develop- 
ment of Duke Ellington’s jazz 
style by Schuller (who, by the 
way, is first horn player in the 
Metropolitan Opera orchestra). 

Another memorable contribu- 

tion is Franklin §S. Drigg’s 
background of jazz in Kansas 
City and the Southwest. He 
includes St. Louis in his round- 
up, mentions the early lo :al 
bands of James Jeter, Haves 
Pillars, Fate Marable, Charlie 
Creath, Dewey Jackson, Willie 
Austin, Wilson Robinson, Oliver 
Cobb, Eddie Johnson, Chick - 
Finney and George Hudson. 
A CAREER in jazz music 
led Samuel Charters into years 
of research on the subject of 
Negro blues, often called the 
only purely American folk mu- 
sic. He traces the style and 
emotions of the blues back 
nearly 150 years, brings the 
story up to and beyond the 
years just before World War 
I, when the blues became a 
distinctive musical form. 

Throughout there is a run- 
ning account of the impor- 
tance phonograph records have 
played in the widespread dis- 
semination of the blues and in 
the lives of the recognized 
masters of blues 
Among the latter who are pro- 
filed are Blind Lemon Jeffer- 
son, Lonnie Johnson, who 
made his first recordings 
while living in St. Louis, Le- 
roy Carr, Blind Willie John- 
son, Big Bill Broonzy, Brownie 
McGhee, Muddy Waters and 
Sam ‘Lightnin’ ’’ Hopkins. 


DIMITRI TIOMKIN is 
a Hollywood composer who 
has won four Academy 
Awards for his motion picture 
music. With a collaborator, 
he tells the story of his life 
from its beginnings in Czarist 
Russia. Tiomkin tells of his 
association with George Gersh- 
win, Chaliapin and other fam- 
ous musicians during the 
years he was a struggling con- 
cert pianist. In America, Ti- 
omkin married Ballerina Al- 
bertina Rasch and éventually 
became a highly successful 
composer for films. 

But his writing of music. for 
movies hardly seems reason 
for him to believe the public 
discredits his work, as hinted 
in the come-on title of the 
book. There is carelessness in 
some of the writing. For in- 
stance the first name of Vla- 
dimir Golschmann is not used 
when Tiomkin tells that 
Golschmann was the. conduc- 
tor in Paris when Tiomkin 
gave the first European per- 
formance of Gershwin’s Con- 
certo in F. 


‘*FROM SUBWAY TO 
THE MET?” is the biog- 
raphy of opera singer Rise 
Stevens. It is a heart-warming 
story and Mr. Crichton tells 
it in a slick writing style. The 
narrative is spiced with a lot 
of conversation and one won- 
ders just how many of these 
ouotes are exact, paraphrased 
from someone’s memory, or 
fictionalized. 

David Ewen, one of the most 
prolific writers about music, 
has supplied a handy guide in 
his “Encyclopedia of Concert 
Music.” He describes 1500 
musical compositions, gives 
biographies of 800 composers, 
conductors and instrumental- 
ists, backgrounds music and 
its history, symphony orches- 
tras, ensembles and concert 
series. In the piece about the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra 
the last name of one of its 
early conductors, Alfred Ernst, 
is misspelled.

It is 
indeed hard for reviewers to 
keep up with the flood. Here 
are seven of tecent publication 
that have caught the eye of 
three Post-Dispatch reviewers 
and appear to have some 
merit, or at least some in- 
terest for the general reader. 


PICKETT’S CHARGE, by 
George R. Stewart. 
(Houghton, Mifflin, 354 
pgs., $5.)

GEORGE STEWART, a 
well-established author of doc- 
umentary works, enters the 
field of Civil War historical 
writing with a book that will 
probably rank as one of the 
best ever written about a spe- 
cific event in the United 
States’s epic struggle. 

Carefully avoiding the pitfall 
of dwelling on the “if” of 
history. Mr. Stewart has con- 
fined himself to a factual re- 
construction of Confederate 
General Pickett’s ‘Napoleonic 
charge” at Gettysburg. If we 
regard Gettysburg as the turn- 
ing point of the war, then the 
charge is the pivot upon which 
that point turned. Mr. 
Stewart’s fine compilation of 
fact supports this idea. 


He makes no attempt to place 
the blame on anyone’s shoul- 
ders, but certain implications 
are present. Lee should never 
have ordered the charge, Pic- 
kett did little but observe, and 
the heroism of the event should 
be divided equally between 
North and South. The reader 
probably will decide that Pic- 
kett’s charge, for all its glory, 
should be classed with that 
other grand military error, 
the Charge of the Light Brigade 
during the Crimean War. 

This volume belongs on the 
bookshelf of every Civil War 
Buff and military historian. 
Mr. Stewart has given a dra- 
matic account of military stu- 
pidity as well as the heighth 
of human courage in battle.

A lot of fighting took 
place in swirls of heavy dust 
but when the dust had settled, 
nobody had won. 

Battles often go that way, 
generals notwithstanding, but 
Brandy Station did show the 
Federals they could give as 
well as take, and it resulted in 
a unified cavalry command 
for hard-fighting Phil Sheridan. 
This Downey makes clear in 
fine style, and he also gives 
witness to a thorough study of 
the records. The battles and

We'll use Beal letter as the jumping-off point to answer 

8 other inquiries on the sub- 
ject. The pancreas is a 
gland which lies behind 
the stomach and has two 
purposes: One is to pro- 
duce insulin which is dis- 
charged directly into the 
bloodstream; the other is 
to produce enzymes which 
help digest starches and 
fats, and are injected into 
the small intestine very 
close to the point at which 
bile enters the gall blad- 
der. You'll see soon why 
I mentioned this. 


DR. MOLNER 


Infection or inflammation of the pancreas is “‘pancrea- 


titis,” but there are various causes. There can be acute 
cases which come on suddenly, usually with violent pain in 
the upper abdomen, fever, and often shock. (Mumps can 
cause it.) Or the condition may develop gradually. 


In acute cases, recovery may be complete, or the patient 
may develop a chronic type of the disease as an aftermath. 


Disease of the pancreas, by the way, isn’t very common, 
but it’s just as well to know a little about it. Anyway, for 
other causes, bacteria may be the cause, perhaps spreading 
from an ailment in some neighboring organ. There may be 
tumors (not necessarily malignant) in the pancreas. There 
may be a stone or polyps which clog the duct carrying en- 
zymes to the intestine, just as the gall bladder duct can 
become clogged. About one-third of the patients with chronic 
pancreatitis also have gall bladder trouble. 


There is no reason why eating sugar should cause 
the disease. However, a high percentage of alcoholics 
have disease of.the pancreas to some degree—al- 
though obviously it may also occur in someone who 
has never touched a drop of spirits. 


» IN CHRONIC CASES the symptoms are not as dramatic 
as in the acute form, but still may be painful with the pain 


often going through to the back. 

Pancreatitis may (or may not) be fully cured, depending 
on the causes and the degree. Treatment (‘“‘management” is 
a better word) includes abstinence from alcohol, eradication 
of gall bladder disease if present; sometimes surgery to open 
the duct, or to correct some anatomical defect. 


If the enzymes from the pancreas are not reaching the 
digestive system, large doses.can be given by mouth, as well 
as drugs to prevent spasm. As for diet, the chief requirement 
is to reduce the amount of fat.

Possum Trot 


Is All Set 
For Winter

SOMEHOW when we come 
home to Possum Trot, the sun is 
always shining. And this was 


true last week on our return, al- 
though it was cold enough to 
remind us winter is at hand. 
It was colder, in fact, than when 
we left Beloit College, which 
was the last port of call on our 
long journey. 

On the way from St. Louis we 
stopped at Al Ryan’s pleasant 
farm near Pevely to pick up 
Tiger, for the Ryans had agreed 
to keep the setter while we were 
away. The big fellow danced 
around in the snow as we came 
down to his kennel and was de- 
lighted to curl up in the small 
space which was all we were able 
to clear for him in the back seat 
of the car. 

An hour afterward we were 
home once more, having been 
gone five weeks to the day. The 
mountain of luggage was soon 
unloaded. Old Sugar, the tom- 
cat, came stalking in from the 
barn looking fatter than ever. 
Tiger discovered a new yellow 
cat that had taken up residence 
during our absence. And the 
beagle pups, Sassafras and Per- 
simmon, discovered Tiger in a 
pandemonium of barking. We 
lighted the fire which had been 
left fresh-laid by Leo and Kay 
Drey, who had stayed at a

mail in the front hall closet, 
Tiger and I decided the wise 
thing to do was disappear. When 
I lifted the 20-gauge from the 
gun rack he realized something 
more was afoot than an ordi. 
nary hike and jumped up and 
down for joy. 

This was our first opportunity 
to inspect the bobwhite crop 
since the season opened, even 
though we knew there had been 
a big hatch and that we have 
more food and cover than in any 
year since we have been at 
Possum Trot. Sometimes by 
early December, the birds take 
to the woods, although this didn’t 
seem likely in an open season 
such as this one. 


WE STARTED OUT through 
the fields just west of the house, 
ranging fairly close to the mul- 
tiflora hedge along the road, and 
it seemed almost as though ‘all 
our old friends came to greet us. 
A pair of pileated woodpeckers 
called from the Huff field across 
the highway, then came winging 
over to our side to alight in a 
thick cedar tree. Perhaps these 
were from the nest we discov- 
ered and photographed down on 
Saline Creek last summer. 
Mockingbirds played in and out 

the hedge and flew acro- 
batics all around us, as cheerful 
as though the day were warm. 
And then Tiger, running as wild 
as might be expected after a 
month of being confined, ran 
full speed through a fine big 
covey of quail. But he seemed 
to know he had done wrong and 
settled down to his work. We 
bounced out two or three cot- 
tontails, to which he paid no at- 
tention whatever. 


The next covey we located in a 
lespedeza patch close to the 
highway and this time we had a 
solid point. But now I was as 
erratic as Tiger on the first 
bunch and barely managed to 
scratch down one fat cock bird 
as the rest went rocketing across 
the highway. Following these 
would have meant a half-mile 
hike to get to the end of the mul- 
tiflora hedge that makes an im- 
penetrable fence along the road, 
so we left these to try for an- 
other covey toward the north 
end of the big ridgé field. And 
now, as we swung up past the 
pond, a dozen doves took*wing. 
Meadowlarks lifted from the field 
and in a row of sassafras sap- 
lings along the boundary fence 
were cardinals, field sparrows, 
chickadees and several others. 

IT WAS AWAY at the back of 
the farm that we got the biggest 
thrill of the afternoon. We have 
a little pond here that we dug 
with the tractor and scoop and 
that has pretty well silted in. 
Often in the past, however, we 


‘have found deer tracks here and 


so swung by to have a look, A 
multiflora rose fence runs along 
the edge of the woods which fall 
away in a steep bluff to the 
level of the creek—and between 


through this I seemed to glimpse 
a patch of brown that was 
lighter than the surrounding 
foliage. 

I stood still and looked more 
closely and there was a fine 8- 
point buck standing motionless 
and returning my scrutiny. Tiger 
came by at about that moment

GIFT-GIVINGBINGE 


BY BUSINESS MAY 


HIT $300,000 000 


NEW YORK, Dec. 5 (UPT)— 
Call it what you will—Christmas 
cheer, Yuletide munificence or 
tinseled payola, companies big 
and small are off on another gift- 
giving binge that apparently is 
causing more headaches than 
the after-effects of some of the 
gifts. 

A spokesman for Brown & 
Bigelow, a leading specialty gift 
advertising firm, told United 
Press International that this 
year’s volume of corporate giv- 
ing is likely to reach a record 
$300,000,000 compared with about 
$250,000,000 last season. 

But it is estimated that the 
average price of gifts this year 
will be $6.50 as against $8 last 
year, a trend which several com- 
pany executives indicated reflect 
not penny-pinching but a desire 
_to rid gifts of any taint of a 
payoff. 

Opposed by Some Firms. 

Some companies are dead set 
against the practice which, they 
say, started out as a small ges- 
ture of goodwill but has jnow 
broken all bounds. Many com- 
panies contend that their compe- 
tition gives gifts, so they cannot 
afford not to follow the crowd. 

Some “big-name” firms frown 
sternly on the Christmas pres- 
ents custom. International Busi- 
ness Machines Corp., for in- 
stance, said it is continuing a 
long-standing policy by mailing 
a written reminder to its sup- 
pliers that the company does not 
accept gifts ‘of any kind.” 

Some firms are urging that 
money earmarked for such gifts 
be donated instead to charity. 

IBM managerial personnel are 
obligated to give any perishable 
gifts to hospitals and other simi- 
lar institutions and to return any 
non-perishable presents. 


Gift of an Angus Steer. 

Gifts range from a tie clip 
embossed with the corporate 
symbol to a live Angus steer plus 
a roast beef serving cart. 

Heading the corporate gift list 
as in past years is the berib- 
boned liquor bottle. There is no 
detailed information on liquor 
sales in this category, but the 
industry estimates that Decem- 
ber sales will climb about 5 per 
cent over last season to a rec- 
ord of more’ than $500,000,000. 

A spokesman for one large cor- 
poration said his company sees 
nothing wrong in the practice of 
giving business gifts as long as 
it is kept on a modest scale. 

‘‘We are a little bit vulnera- 
ble to anything extravagant,” he 
said. 

Several executives conceded 
that the practice has become a 
tradition that if not followed 
would place good suppliers at a 
disadvantage. One disenchanted 
executive said he would be 
happy to recieve gifts that he 
could use. 

Reaction in Canvass. 

A recent survey by the adver- 
tising trade magazine Printers’ 
Ink revealed that 75 per cent of 
business executives canvassed 
“thoroughly disapprove of the 
custom of corporate gift-giving 
as it now exists.” 

“The major complaint is that 
it smacks of bribery,”’ the maga- 
zine article said. 

Other comments quoted by the 
study were: “It shouldn’t be nec- 
essary.... Overdone.... Kind 
of payoff.... Strings attached. 
. « » Too great an obligation. . . 
Adds to the rat race.... If not a 
bribe, it’s junk... .”

new capital rising out of a wil- 
derness 600 miles northwest of 
Rio. 

Brasilia accommodates sight- 
seers in an 135-room, three-level 
hotel 600 feet long. The Brasilia 
Palace Hotel is one of the few 
completed major structures in 
the new capital. 

Designed by Oscar Neimeyer, 
Brazil’s well-known modern ar- 
chitect, who has drawn the plans 


for all Brasilia’s government 
buildings, the hotel is walled on 
its shady side with plate glass. 
Concrete, broken by rows of 
tumbler-shaped glass to admit 
light but reduce heat has been 
utilized on the hotel’s sunny ex- 
posure. 


The Palace of Dawn, where 
Brazil’s president plans to ad- 
minister the nation in April, 1960, 
has been described by one writer 
as a rival in its own style and 
setting of the Taj Mahal for 
architectural beauty. Completed 
recently, the structure is a mas- 
sive rectangle of green-tinted 
plate glass with unique columns, 
resembling inverted kites, sup- 
porting a flat, overhanging roof.

not remember their own telephone numbers can tell 
you without hesitation where they were, whom they 
were with, and even what they were wearing when they 
first heard the frightening news nearly two decades ago. 

Probably, like the President, you too can remember 
exactly how you learned about the attack. One reason 
Pearl Harbor is so indelibly stamped in memories is 
that it changed lives drastically —yours and that of the 
obscure brigadier general in Texas as well as millions 
of others. 

That morning, for instance, an ambitious young 
lawyer in Los Angeles, as a rare break in his hard- 
working routine, had taken his wife to the movies. As 
they emerged from the theater in early afternoon, 
newsboys met them with harsh cries of “Extra!” The 
couple went home to discuss what the news meant to 
them and to the country. The lawyer joined the Navy, 
ended the war a lieutenant commander, and then was 
elected to Congress as a young veteran. From there 
Richard Nixon catapulted into the Vice Presidency. 

Just after noon that December day, in a hotel room 
in Columbia, Mo., a World War I artillery captain 
heard the news by long-distance call from his wife in 
Washington. Harry Truman recalled for parave: “I 
was to make a speech that night. There was no speech. 


- T caught the first plane to Washington—to vote the 


next day for the declaration of war.” Then-Senator 
Truman was chosen to head a war investigating com- 
mittee. On this record he was nominated for the Vice 
Presidency. And when Japanese surrender avenged 
Pearl Harber three and a half years later, Harry 
Truman was President. 

It was late afternoon when the commandant of the 
Infantry School at Fort Benning, Ga., heard the news. 
A gentle-mannered brigadier general, he was admiring 
the flowers he and his wife had grown in their garden. 
Says-Omar Bradley: “Gen. Harold Bull came by and 
told me of the Japanese attack. I went to my head- 
quarters and worked until 3 a.m. putting out Emer-

In North Hollywood, Calif., that Sunday, a radio 
comedian named Bob Hope was getting ready to play 
golf. He heard the news over the radio. “I drove to the 
club anyway and sat around with the boys just: talk- 
ing,” Hope recalls. “We all knew we had heard one of 
the most unforgettable news announcements in his- 
tory and that for all of us the world would never again 
be the same. ‘Let’s play a round,’.I suggested, ‘because 
this may be our last for some time.’ It was, too.” In the 
next few years, Hope logged millions of miles enter- 
taining troops around the world. 

Another comedian, Red Skelton, was watching

An actress whose pin-up pictures were -to travel 
everywhere with fighting men was at a football game 
in Los Angeles that day. The announcement came over 
the loudspeaker. “I couldn’t believe my ears,” says 
Betty Grable. “I turned to my sister and brother-in- 
law, who were with me, and said, ‘Did I hear that cor- 
rectly?” They nodded sadly. I looked around me. 
Everyone in the crowd had been stunned into silence.” 

One of those who remembers the awful moment in 


complete detail is Lou Feldmann, now national com- 


mander of the Veterans of Foreign Wars. He was por. 
ing over his law books in his home in suburban Pitts. 
burgh; his wife, a bowl tucked under her arm, was 
mixing cake batter; and the radio, he remembers, was 
tuned to station KDKA. Suddenly the broadeast was 
interrupted with a Pearl Harbor flash. “I said, ‘Ann. 
I'm going to enlist in the Marines tomorrow.’ 

“My wife showed no sign that she had heard, just 
went on stirring, and I repeated what I said. Slow]y 
she turned, still stirring, and said: ‘Lou, neither the 
country nor the Marines is in such bad shape that they 
could use an overweight, 32-year-old, half-blind man 
who has been married 12 years.’” Rejected by the 
Marines the next day, Feldmann took medical treat- 
ment until he could pass the physical. Two years later, 
he was leading a squad of Marines on Guam. 


Long Distance Call 


FBI Chief J. Edgar Hoover, in New York, had the 
news straight from his special agent in charge in Hono- 
lulu via long distance. It is a call Hoover will not soon 
forget. “The sharp and historic message began, “The 
Japanese are bombing Pearl Harbor. There is no doubt 
about it—those planes are Japanese. It’s war.’ Inter- 
spersed with these words of the special agent, more 
than 5,000 miles away, I could hear the shattering 
bombs and belching guns of the warships. 

“Over the telephone went my orders to Honolulu 
and FBI Headquarters to put into effect immediately 
the war plans previously arranged in the event of 
Japanese treachery.” 

Hew did war come to Pearl Harbor itself? At 7:55 
that morning people there were behaving very much as 
they were on the mainland. Army Air Corps Capt. 


_Breeke Allen was up early to answer a phone call from 


his wife in Tampa, Fla. She wanted to join him at 
Hickam Field but Allen had a hunch that Tampa was 
a lot safer. He had just put the phone down when his 

“As the first bombs fell, my one thought was to get 
a plane into the air and into action. I dashed to one 
of my three B-17s, picking up a scratch crew as | went. 

“I got three engines going and then a Zero fighter 
shot us up. We scrambled out and headed for another 
B-17, one of the few left undamaged. We got this one 
into the air, but two hours and 15 minutes had gone 
by and the Japs were heading back to their carriers. 

“After scouring the seas to the south and finding 
nothing, I had enough gas to take a look to the north. 
I had always felt that if the Japanese came, they would 
come that way to avoid the shipping lanes. But | 
searched in anger and in vain. 

“When we got back it was dusk. We had been in the 
air more than eight hours and we were flying on two 
engines. We got a warm welcome. The ack-ack boys 
weren't taking any chances on planes coming into 


Pearl that evening. But we landed safely.” 


Later, Intelligence proved that Allen had been right: 


the Japanese had come from the north. Though he did 


not find them that day, he and his bomber crews were 
to find and destroy Japanese targets many times in suc- 
ceeding years. Today as Commanding General, Head- 
quarters Command, U.S. Air Force, Washington, Gen- 
eral- Allen has many combat experiences to remember. 
But, like most Americans, the one he remembers most 
is how war came to America—and what he was doing 
the peaceful Sunday morning that changed his life. @

" IGHTEEN YEARS AGO, the Japanese camouflaged 
i io their war preparations behind an olive branch. 
They put up a peace screen while their bombers hit 
Pearl Harbor. From out of the smoking wreckage 
three words became symbolic of a nation’s shock and 
anger: “Remember Pearl Harbor.” Can that treach- 
ery at last be forgotten? Or are we in danger of another 
surprise attack,mext time with nuclear weapons that 
would make the Japanese raid seem like a Sunday 
celebration? 

At.the moment such questions may seem out of 
place. Premier Nikita Khrushchev’s recent visit to the 
U.S. has lifted heartening hopes of an end to the arms 
race, a thaw in the cold war, and a new era of Soviet- 
U.S. “peaceful competition.” A summit conference 
soon will explore means of mellowing the tense world 
atmosphere still further. 

But ‘the Pentagon’s scarred conscience remembers 
that the Japanese attack also came while emissaries 
talked peace. Military leaders feel the U.S. should 
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explore every road to agreement—but remain strong 
and vigilant while doing so, lest talk of peace prove 
a sham once more. 


And no amount of conciliatory gestures from Khrush- 


chev reassures American leaders about his restless, 
belligerent ally, Red China. In the Formosa Strait. in 
Korea, in Laos, the Chinese have proved themselves 
unremittingly hostile. There has been little noticeable 
softening in the anti-U.S. line from Peiping. 

Thus, around the globe, the armed forces have 
sharpened their reflexes against surprise —just in case. 
They also have learned the folly of concentrating too 
many targets within one bull’s-eve. Technical eves 
and ears keep us posted on military movements everv- 
where. From Formosa, Nationalist Chinese recon- 
naissance planes fly regular missions over the Red 
mainland. Their photographs are available to us. 

The system set up by men who still remember Pear! 
Harbor, in fact, is so flexible that it could quickly 
switch its vigilance to a new enemy if one should 
appear. But today most attention still is focused on 
the Soviet Union, and undoubtedly will be until peace 
breaks out. ~ 

Around the Soviet periphery, electronic devices can 
actually overhear Russian pilots talking to control 
towers and pick up the distant beeps of Soviet rockets. 
Giant radar screens maintain a ceaseless watch on air 
traffic over the Soviet Union. Planes loaded with lis- 
tening and watching equipment patrol the Commu- 
nist frontiers. Beneath the ocean, sonar devices listen 
for the approach of hostile submarines. 

An espionage network interlaces the satellite coun- 


. tries and reaches even into Russia herself. Scraps of 


information from all sources are collected here and 
fitted into a complete jigsaw picture that is reviewed 
at the Pentagon by top intelligence experts from the 
Central Intelligence Agency, State Department, and 
armed forces. They make up the Watch Committee, 
perhaps the most secret unit in government. Its func- 
tion: to spot suspicious signs and alert our leaders. 

To be sure, the Russians can bewitch and bewilder 
our eavesdropping equipment. Bombers can sneak 
through our warning system, decoys can make planes

appear where there are none, missiles can leap into 
space faster than our radar can always follow. But a 
major shift of air traffic, which must accompany anv 
military build-up, can hardly escape detection. In a 
secret Pentagon room, aircraft action over Russia 
is carefully tracked and chronicled. The slightest de- 
parture from the normal pattern will immediate], 
alert the Watch Committee. “One fly might slip through 
a spider web but not a whole swarm,” a member point:

Subs on the Prowi 


Consider these examples: 

e Shortly before Khrushchev’'s visit to the U.S., 
our network tracked Soviet subs prowling the North 
Atlantic from Spitzbergen to Greenland. They oper 
ated in task forces that rendezvoused with bombe: 
squadrons. This was a war game the Russians hac 
plaved before in the North Atlantic but never on such 
a large scale. 

e When the Marines landed in Lebanon last year. 
our radar and radio monitors suddenly detected un 
usual air activity over Bulgaria. Light bombers and 
cargo carriers were easily identified from intercepted 
radio messages. Information from secret agents that 
troop trains were arriving in Bulgaria was confirmed 
by aerial photographs taken across the border with 
long-range cameras. Quickly our forces were rede 
ployed in the Mediterranean to meet the threat of a 
Soviet assault from the Bulgarian springboard. 

_ © More recently, our reconnaissance planes photo 
graphed trains hauling what appeared to be missiles 
covered with huge tarpaulins. From our intelligence 
network came details that made it apparent the Rus- 
sians were running the same trains through several 
satellite countries without bothering to unload the 
missiles. Their probable purpose: to impress the local 
populace with Soviet missile might. 

e From our missile monitors we learned that th 
Soviets fired several hundred short-range missiles 
straight up last summer to altitudes higher than 300 
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Nike Hercules zooms out toward stratosphere. Its 
job in any surprise attack is to intercept bombers. 


miles. Visiting American doctors later were shown dogs 
that had been brought back alive from space. Appar- 
ently the Russians had been shooting dogs into space 
preparatory to launching the first man. 

To illustrate how intelligence fragments can be 
pieced together, our listening devices picked up the 
test flights of a new jet aircraft in the Leningrad area 
until the tests stopped abruptly in July. Later an 
American agent noticed five fresh graves, dispersed 
to give the impression of being unrelated, in a Russian 
cemetery. His trained eyes observed from the head- 
stones that each man not only had belonged to the Air 
Force but had died on the same July day. The Penta- 
gon’s conclusion: the new plane must have crashed, 
carrying its five-man crew to their graves. 

Although espionage is no longer a haphazard cloak- 
and-dagger game but a painstaking science, intrigue 
has not been eliminated entirely. In a world divided 
ideologically, the new game is to seduce political and 
scientific brains from one side to the other. Soviet suc- 
cess with such men as Nunn May, Klaus Fuchs, and 
Alger Hiss have proved that the betrayer within can 
be almost as dangerous as the enemy beyond our bor- 
ders. Russian agents aren't stopped when a victim re- 


fuses their blandishments. They have brazenly kid- 
napped Western scientists and sympathizers. _ 

‘Our own success in-this field has been far more 
spectacular than has been acknowledged publicly. 
Using only the language of liberty, Allied agents have 
persuaded many key men to defect from East to West. 
These political wetbacks have been smuggled through 
the Iron Curtain with dramatic efficiency. Once, senti- 
mental Americans used this underground apparatus to 
whisk a lovely Hungarian movie actress from Buda- 
pest to Vienna for no other reason than her love for a 
U.S. Army sergeant. ; | 

The danger with defectors is that some may be 
double agents. The Russians, for instance, are known 
to distrust Klaus Fuchs despite the priceless atomic 
secrets he stole for them. Now that he is back behind 
the Iron Curtain, they apparently suspect he was re- 
cruited in prison by the British MI5—code name for 
the British spy system. 


Sentinels of the Sea 


Although the heartbeats of continental Russia can 
be picked up by our electronic equipment, what about 
the undersea invasion routes? Soviet submarine ac- 
tivity along our coasts has increased eightfold in the 
past three years. Soviet subs operate under wartime 
security, all identification carefully obscured and com- 
munications limited to emergency code messages. 
Some carry vertical launching tubes, capable of firing 
ballistic missiles an estimated 750 miles. 

The encapsulated sonar devices, which have been 
dropped into the ocean to listen for approaching subs, 
form a warning system far out from our coastline 


(Project Caesar). One Navy spokesman asserts: “Our - 


latest sonar can pick up submarine sounds more than 
100 miles away.” Other experts, more conservative, 
believe the effective range extends little beyond 20 
miles. Like radar, which records false blips, sonar can 
also -be confused by the weird honks, barks, and 
squeaks of sea life. 

Yet our surface and air patrols have demonstrated 
a heartening ability to detect lurking submarines. Not 


so long ago, a destroyer flotilla operating in the North - 


Sea picked up the echoes of an unidentified sub pro- 
ceeding southward. For the next five days the sub- 
marine twisted and turned but always made its way 
southward, with the destroyers clinging to the sonar 
contacts. Eventually the undersea traveler was forced 
to surface in the Dover Straits and was immediately 
identified as Russian. After it slipped through the 
English Channel and dived again into the Atlantic, 
the destroyers continued to report its every movement.

The problem of preventing another Pearl Harbor, 
of course, will be complicated by the missile age. In- 
tercontinental missiles can be accumulated under- 
ground gradually without a suspicious build-up. The 
ultimate use of solid propellants will produce missiles 
ready for instant launching. Their warheads will be- 
come progressively smaller, thus more difficult to spot. 
An Air Force general acknowledged to Pparape that 
Russia may be able to launch a missile salvo against 
the United States as early as 1961 without tipping her 
hand. 

We have only two radar stations in operation that 
can track missiles. One, at Samsun, Turkey, can spot 
missiles launched from the great Soviet test center at 
Krasny Yar, northwest of the Caspian Sea. Another, 
in the Aleutians, follows the warheads as they plunge 
back to earth near the Kamchatka Peninsula opposite 
Alaska. Within three years, three more missile-watch- 
ing stations will be scanning the Red horizon from 
Greenland, Alaska, and England. But at best these 
will give only 20 minutes warning. 

Pentagon planners point out, however, that a sneak 
attack must destroy our power to retaliate or invite a 
counterbombardment that would devastate Russia. To 
accomplish anything like the crippling results the 
Japanese achieved at Pearl Harbor, the Soviet Union 
would have to destroy a thousand symbolic Pearl Har- 
bors. The difficulty of a one-blow knockout is drama- 
tized by the fact that the United States has 450 bases 
in Europe and the Mediterranean alone. Defense Sec- 
retary Neil McElroy doubts that Russia could ever 
destroy our retaliatory bases with a missile broadside. 
Even a salvo of 260 hydrogen explosions, while mak- 
ing a “mess” wherever they hit, wouldn’t significantly 
alter our ability to strike back, he says. 


Does Khrushchev Mean it? 


Whether the current “era of good feeling” will last 
is a question that remains locked within the Kremlin, 
which is immune to our eyes and ears. In its secret 
confines, Soviet leaders hold inquests on the past 
and plan for the future. We cannot be sure of their 
intentions, but we can reduce pure conjecture to a 
pattern of educated guesswork. We don’t rely only 
on our own information, but exchange diplomatic 
intelligence with Britain, France, West Germany, 
Italy, and Nationalist China. 

Government leaders hope that Khrushchev’s talk of 
peace is sincere and that the world really can call a 
halt to the cold war. They are willing enough to speak 
softly. But, remembering Pearl Harbor, they also 
believe America should continue to carry a big stick. B

Sixty years of American humor by BILL DEMAREST 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Bill Demarest, 67, star of 
Love and Marriage, a new situation comedy 
on NBC-TV, has been a variety entertainer 
in every branch of show business for 61 years. 

Born in St. Paul, Minn., on February 27, 
1892, Demarest began entertaining at the age 
of 6 when his father, a struggling second- 
hand furniture dealer, gave him a cello which 
the youngster learned to play by ear. 

During the Spanish-American war when 
business was bad, Bill and his two brothers 
formed a comic musical trio. They played on 
hotel porches in Asbury Park and Atlantic 


City, gradually drifted into vaudeville where - 


for a time they were billed as “The Dem- 
arestio Brothers, European Comedy Stars.” 

After playing the Orpheum circuit, the act 
split up in 1917 when Bill joined the Army. 
At war’s end he returned to vaudeville as a 
“single,” developed into a top comedian. 

Ten years later he made his bow as a movie 
actor in Hollywood where he's worked since, 
dividing his time between films, radio, TV 

Over the years Bill has been a collector and 
cataloguer of American humor. He declares 
that with the passage of time, audiences have 
become more sophisticated, with jokes fol- 
lowing suit. Here are some of the top jokes 
used by Demarest in the past 60 years. “Some 
of these should make you smile,” he says, “and 
some should make you shudder.” 


1900 
FIRST MAN: I fell down in front of my house.

FIRST MAN: I passed your house yesterday.

How my life was saved 


I felt fine, not even an ache or a pain. Little did 


I know that cancer cells silently threatened me

LOVE Lire. It’s wonderful when you're healthy. 
I can say that now because I am feeling well. But 
I came so near to death, I’m still a bit shaken. 

Let me tell you my story. I want to because it may 
help thousands of others like me who have no inkling 
of how diséase threatens their very existence. 

-. Tam a widow, mother of three sons, grandmother of 
seven. For more than a dozen.years. I've worked here 
‘ at the Champion Paper and Fibre Co. I watch for 
paper defects, keep records, and figure the reams. I’m 
53, and this is work I can do well. 

A few years ago employes here were offered free 
physical examinations provided by Occupational 
Health Services of Asheville. I understand similar 
programs are offered in many other U.S. cities and 
towns. The exams were convenient; you could get 
them on company time. 

Well, the program was voluntary. You didn’t have 
to get an exam unless yOu wanted one. I had never 
really been sick and so I had little concern about my 
health. Also, I came from a long-lived family. My 
- father died at 77, my mother at 75. 

Furthermore, when the OHS trailers first came, I 
felt wonderful, absolutely no symptoms of anything. 
But I decided to get a checkup. : 

I guess I felt a little guilty because I had not gotten 
a thorough exam in some time. How fortunate I am! 


That decision to get a regular checkup saved my life. 
At this checkup, and the next year at a second one, 
the only thing they found was that I needed glasses. 
In 1957, I was examined for the third time. Still no 
symptoms—not even an ache or pain. Then I got the 
frightening news. 
They'd found some abnormal cells, something un- 
usual in one of the tests. At first I was just a little un- 


~ easy. I told hardly anyone. You know, if you tell every- 


one, they have you dead and buried. 

Later I had to go to the hospital for more tests. But 
I still didn’t believe it was anything serious. — 

All at once, there was no looking the other way. Dr. 
Edward H. Camp, who was taking care of me, told me 
the hospital report had come out positive. 

I had cancer. He just told me that frankly. 


¥ 


He also said that it was in its earliest stages and with 
an operation I had a good chance of pulling through. 
Well, it was a shock—now that it was out in the open. 

I was frightened, of course, but I didn’t go to pieces. 
Now that I look back, it seems like a bad dream. 

Still, 1 went about doing what I felt had to be done. 
I straightened out the house and discarded a lot of 
junk. I wanted to be prepared for anything. Arid I 
prayed. I found comfort in prayer. 

When I went down to the operating room, I was 
groggy. I remember thinking, if this is it, it will have 
to be. The night before, I'd done a lot of thinking. At 
moments like those, you relive your whole life wonder- 
ing what you might have done differently. 

I remember them giving me the anesthesia and 


that’s all. I woke up:in the recovery room and realized 


I was alive. But I felt sick and there was a lot of pain. 
Would | Survive? 


In the next few hours, I would. know the results. 
Was the operation a success? Would I survive, or go 
the way of so many other cancer victims? 

The next merning brought one of the happiest mo- 
ments Ill ever experience. Dr. Camp came in and gave 
me a big smile. Optimism was written all over it. 

He said I was fine, that I had nothing to worry about. 
The cancer hadn’t spread. Surgery had removed it all. 


I could have walked on a cloud. All along I had 
wondered if the cancer had spread. I knew all the 
agony and torture that could cause. I’ve seen people 
go through it, but I tried not to think about it. 

' This much Dr. Camp did make clear. I had cancer 
of the cervix. This cancer never regresses. Without 
treatment in time, it kills you. The operation saved me. 

But it was more than that. Actually, a physical ex- 
amination had helped save my life, too. 

What's more, before I had that exam, I felt perfect. 
Yet, a terrible disease was at work, endangering me, 
but without a single outward sign. 

Since that operation I’ve become sort of a mission- 
ary with women I[ know, urging them to get regular 
checkups no matter how well they feel. 

My experience has given me'a lesson. It’s so easy to 
put off getting a checkup. Most people put off going to 
the doctor until they’re sick, but they’re so wrong. 

I must admit even after the operation, I had little 
nagging doubts. 

Did they really remove all the cancer cells? I asked 
myself over and over. 

So, last September, I went again for another checkup. 
You couldn’t keep me away! I had a little thought 
that maybe there would be a recurrence. But every- 
thing was fine. There was no trace of cancer. 

It makes you feel like a lark—that you cam have the 
fun and happiness that life offers.

Ruth, The King Must Die, Cleopatra, and 
The Greatest Story Ever Told. These four 
epic-type films will cost a minimum of 
$25,000,000. Should the studio scrap 
them on the grounds that they constitute 
surfeit, or go full speed ahead? 

George Stevens, one of the few truly 
knowledgeable directors in Hollywood 
who is scheduled to helm Greatest Story, 
says: “The whole history of these gran- 
diose costume epics shows that a film in 
that category either hits or misses. There’s 
rarely an in-between. You either have a 
Ten Commandments which grosses $35,- 
000,000 or The Egyptian, which falls flat 
on its faee. 

“I think a film like Ben-Hur will do 
fine. Others, dull or poorly made, will flop. 
I'm not at all discouraged because there 
are so many biblical or historical films 
coming on the market. The public is capa- 
ble of discrimination.” 

Other film men aren't so sure. Joe 
Levine, for example, says: “The bottom’s 
bound to fall out of the market sooner or 
later.” And Joe Levine should know. He's 
the man who started the vogue for these 
imported cheapieés.

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ASIA'S TWO GIANTS AT ODDS 


Break Between India and Red China May Be Aimed at Soviet Union 


ESPITE their different forms of government, Communist China and 

democratic India had gotten’ along well. “Peaceful coexistence” was 

the watchword in their dealings with each other, and leaders of both 

nations were quick to point to their relationship as “Exhibit A” in behalf 
of the peaceful coexistence theme. 

But in.recent months the coexistence of the two neighboring giants has 
grown much less ful. A serious border dispute has developed, a dis- 
pute which has brought from India’s Prime Minister Nehru the words: “If 
war is thrust upon us we will fight with all our strength.” : 

Involved in the dispute are 40,000 square miles of territory, part in the 
north Indian province of Ladakh and part al the McMahon Line in 
northeast India. The line is named for the man who led the British delega- 
tion in border negotiations with 
colony. Boundary lines in the rugged Himalayan region have been argued 
by the two nations for centuries. 

The current crisis broke into the open last August when Red Chinese 
soldiers’ seized an Indian outpost the McMahon Line, killing 12

This would have left Chinese troops in parts of Ladakh that India 
claims. Nehru flatly rejected Chou’s and countered with a rec- 
ommendation that each side withdraw to the boundary claimed by the 
other, and then talk. Meanwhile, in a memorandum circulated to his 
ambassadors in major countries, Nehru reportedly said Red Chinese 
claims were growing and there was no reason to expect Peiping to back 
down. Unless Red China's attitude changes by the end of bitter weather 
in the mountain regions next spring, India will garrison its frontier in

rom the United States, the dispute has prompted an official increase in 
emphasis on aid programs for India. Fone tab Soviet Uelon has come no 
indorsement of Red China's stand. Certainly the subject will be gone ove! 
in detail when President Eisenhower visits Nehru in New Delhi this week. 

In any review, one major area for exploration will be Red Chinas 
motives. Several have been advanced. Some observers see the border 
crisis as Red China's way of showing its strength and importance as Russia 
and the West set the stage for a summit conference that would ignore 
Peiping. Others lay the crisis to Communist China's desire to slow India’s 
economic development by forcing her to spend more on arms.

St. Louis Recovery 
Team Defies Frigid 
Weather for Visit to 
Missouri Beauty Spot 


By CLARENCE E. OLSON

KIN DIVING is a year-round 
sport for the St. Louis Under- 
water Recovery Team. _ Pro- 
tected in freezing weather by 
rubber suits and face masks, the 
divers swim in comparative com- 
fort in water often much warm- 
er than the air. Their biggest 
problem is to keep warm while 
getting in and out of their suits. 
The team consists of 13 expe- 
rienced divers ranging in age 
from 24 to 38 and including doc- 
tors, firemen and businessmen. 
They dive as a hobby and also 
as a public service to help po- 
lice recover everything from 
guns to autos. But what they 
like most is to explore the depths 
of a new spring or pool— just 
as a mountain climber loves to 
challenge an unconquered peak. 
On a cold November day, 
with temperature in the low 
30s, part of the team traveled to 
a favorite spot, Blue Spring in 
Shannon County near the Pow- 
der Mill Ferry on the Current 
River. This amazingly clear, in- 
tensely blue spring was called 
the Spring of the Summer Sky 
by the Indians... Winter and 
summer its water stays at 52 
degrees near the surface. 

The divers report that the 
spring basin is only about 60 
feet deep, but that on one side 
there is a 30-foot opening into 
a huge underwater cavern. 
This cave has a high, vaulted 
ceiling and a pure white sand 
floor which slants down to about 
150 feet below the surface. 
There the spring narrows to a 
15-foot tunnel, turns sharply 
right and slopes down to the 
depth of 200 feet, where the 
divers stopped exploring. 
Beyond this point the tunnel be- 
comes tortuous and has side 
pockets that make it a deceptive 
maze in the dark. Air tanks last 
only 11 minutes at this depth, 
allowing little time for getting 
lost or con : 

_ Exploring Blue Spring depths 
is for experts, but most of the 
underwater beauty is near the 
surface and within easy reach 
of beginning divers.

PROOICALLY, noisy little disputes are 
aired here about which writer failed to 
get credit for a bit of rewrite on a movie 
or television script that was probably adapt- 
ed from a novel, a play, or both—or even 
from an old movie. 

But so far no one has seen a credit line 
for James B. Allardice, the man who sup- 
plies the words that Alfred Hitchcock uses 
to make millions chuckle at murder each 
Sunday evening on the CBS-TV show, “Al- 
fred Hitchcock Presents. 

Allardice, in his five years of work on 
the show, has yet to do any of the dra- 
matic scripts. His contributions are the 
comments made by Hitchcock as prologues, 
intermissions and epilogues.

By a — 
nal, preparing a until then 
rey humor for Hitchcock out of the 
ghasty, the ghoulish and the glib. 

lt was Allardice, for instance, who wrote 
the following for Hitchcock: 

“Good evening. This is called a rack. 
lt is a type of medieval chaise longue. The 
victim lies down and his limbs are fastened 
to these rollers at each end. The body is 


then gradually stretched to—and past—the 
- heel 


point. They were quite droll in 

these days.” 
Then there was the Allardice creation 
that showed Hitchcock tied to railroad 

tracks. Hitchcock said: : 
“Good evening, fellow tourists. | think 
this proves that in some areas the airplane 
can never replace the train. In order to keep 
the railroad ties from chafing my hips, he

high quality of Allardice's work 
is that, unlike most writers here, 
he is left pretty much to his 
own imaginative devices. 


“When | first started," he 
said, “lI was told that Mr. 
Hitchcock did not wear a wrist- 
watch, did not wear rings, and 
did not like eggs." 


This advice has never both- 


There is one important prin- 
ciple that Hitchcock explained 
in the very beginning. That is 
to serve up something ‘“‘out- 
rageous’ for each show. 


“Hitchcock is very objective 
toward death," said his 40-year- 
old ghost writer in a wispy 
voice. “Dead bodies are not 
necessarily sacred to him. Oc- 
casionally, CBS-TV gets a little 
bit upset." 

One of these cases of net- 
work nerves came when Hitch- 
cock thought it would tidy up a 
Christmas crime tale to have a 
bit of by-play in which Santa 
was bricked up in the fireplace 
chimney. 

Hitchcock yielded slightly on 
this. He was shown taking down 
the bricks and saying, to the 
best of Allardice's memory: 


“He's not a bad chap even 
though his taste in ties is ter- 
rible.” 

Allardice, though permitted 
to gibe at a commercial, must 
not criticize the product. 

His success, in restrospect, 
made him gloomy. He recalled 
that as othe: of a Broadway 
comedy, "At War With the 
Army,” his work ran two hours 
a night for well over 100 per- 
formances. His five movie 
scripts, which came next, were 
a bit shorter. His comedy 
scripts for George Gobel were 
shorter still, His Hitchcock 
stints are a few minutes each.

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Vaudeville Experience Here Sent 
William Demarest to Hollywood 


ILLIAM DEMAREST, who stars as the 

crotchety, aging music publisher in 
the “Love and Marriage” series (KSD-TV, 
7 p.m, Mondays), has been in Hollywood 
for years doing movies—and in latter years 
television—and he has St. Louis to thank for 
it. It was an experience here that made 
him decide to go into pictures after a 
score of years in vaudeville. 

"It was back in 1933," Demarest re- 
called. “At that time | had a vaudeville 
unit of 17 performers. Our show took an 
hour and 10 minutes. 

“We are booked into the Ambassador in 
St. Louis. When | got to the theater there 
was a big crowd outside, stretching all the 
way down the block. "What a play we get 
here’ | thought. But then | saw that my 
name wasn't even on the marquee. 


"What happened,” he said, “was that the 
Ambassador was playing a Mae West movie, 
‘She Done Him Wrong.’ ™ 


HE WAS TOLD by the management, he 
said, that he was being allotted only seven 
and a half minutes for his vaudeville act. 
“Imagine that! Seven and a half minutes 
for a show that took better than an hour. 
But that's only half of it. When my time 
came, they had cut me down to a minute 
and a half. 

"It was just time enough to walk on 
stage and say, ‘I'm out here while they're 
re-winding Mae West,’ crack a joke and get 
off again. Nobody else on my act got on, 
although everyone was paid. 

"That settled it. | said to myself that if 
the movies could do that to vaudeville, | 
was going to get into the movies, | quit 
vaudeville flat and came out to Hollywood 
right from St. Louis." 

Demarest has made a number of movies, 
including “The Jolson Story," for which he 
received an Academy Award nomination, 
His career also has included work with the 
Olsen and Johnson show, “Monkey Business,” 
in Los Angeles and Earl Carroll's “Sketch 
Book" on Broadway. In 1927, breaking away 
from vaudeville briefly, he appeared in mo- 
viedom's first all-talkie, a 10-minute’ job 
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called " Night at Coffee Dan's." 


After television appearances in such 
programs as “Alfred Hitchcock Presents" and 
” chlitz Playhouse,” Demarest three years 
ago at the age of 64 decided to retire. He 
lived up to that decision except for five 
appearances last season in the Danny Thomas 
5 ih “Just to satisfy the ham in me," he 
said. 

“One night on a fishing trip," he said, "| 
turned on a TV set and saw myself on a 
Danny Thomas re-run. Then it struck me. 
| was sitting there doing nothing and getting 
paid for it. Residuals, you know. 

"Acting is the only profession that pays 
a man for doing nothing. | decided to take 
advantage of it. | agreed to star in ‘Love 
and Marriage’ strictly for the residuals. 
When the series goes into re-runs, | get 

aid over again. I'll work a while, then re- 
fia and go fishing while the residuals roll 
in.”
